It  shall  have  control  over  the  finMnces  and  property  of 
the  .\thletic  .\ssociation,  and  over  the  jjurchase  of  needed 
athletic  supplies. 

It  shall  tlecide  what  cantlidalcs  for  nieniherslii])  on  teams 
or  for  admission  to  athletic  games,  exhihitions  and  contests 
shall  he  eligible,  and  it  shall  exchKle  from  participation 
those  whom  it  finds  helow  the  standard  in  their  studies,  or 
ineligihle  for  any  other  cau.se. 

It  shall  have  power  to  appoint  or  remove  Ca])tains  for 
the  various  teams. 

Classification:  This  Committee  shall  enroll  and  clas- 
sify all  students. 

It  shall  see  that  a  full  and  (orrect  registry  of  students 
he  kept  in  the  ofiice,  with  coijies  of  individual  programs. 

Suhject  to  such  regulations  as  may  he  ado])ted  by  the 
Principal,  it  shall  pass  upon  all  retpiests  for  changes  of 
program. 

It  shall  see  that  the  grades  made  by  students  each  term 
are  duly  reported  to  the  recording  official. 

It  shall  follow  u])  .students'  work  and  discipline  delin- 
(luents,  when  in  its  judgment  it  thinks  best,  and  also  offer 
such  advice  and  encouragement  as  seem  wise. 

It  shall  have  the  power  to  call  upon  teachers  for  weekly 
rejiorts  of  the  standing  of  students  whose  work  is  under  its 
consideration. 

('ommi-.nck.mk.nt:  This  Committee  shall  have  general 
directi\-e  charge  of  the  affairs  of  Commencement. 

It  shall  see  that  the  di])loinas  are  ready,  and  shall  have 
proper  programs  jjrinted. 

Lectures  and  Entertainments:  This  Committee 
shall  select  and  contract  for  all  lectures  and  entertainments 
for  the  regular  Normal  Lecture  Course. 

.\11  entertainments,  excepting  those  which  come  under 
the  control  of  other  regular  committees  or  the  Principal, 
must  receive  the  a])i)ro\al  of  this  committee  and  be  subject 
to  its  regulations  before  they  shall  be  permitted  to  ai)j)car 
in  the  Chapel. 

Dimnc-Room:  This  Committee  shall  have  general 
charge  of  all  dining-room  matters  not  coming  under  the 
official  control  of  the  Steward;  it  shall  do  the  seating;  it 
shall  see  that  good  order  is  maintained,  not  only  in  the 
dining-room,  but  upon  entering  and  leaving  the  same;  in 
this  work  it  shall  have  the  co-operation  of  all  members  of 
the  facultv. 


Literary  Societies:  In  working  with  committees 
appointed  by  the  Societies,  or  in  working  with  the  Society 
officials,  this  Committee  shall  rej)resent  the  Faculty.  It 
shall  labor  to  make  more  effective  and  valuable  the  work  of 
the  literary  societies,  and  to  this  end  shall  advi.se  with  the 
members  of  the  societies  from  time  to  time. 

It  shall  have  general  charge  of  all  contests,  inter-society, 
or  inter-collegiate  and  ojien  meetings. 

.\ny  and  all  society  meetings  shall  be  open  to  the  mem- 
bers of  this  Committee,  and  they  shall  attend  the  meetings 
from  time  to  time. 

Program:  This  Committee  shall  make  out  the  term 
]jrogram,  at  least  one  week  prior  to  the  o])ening  of  the  term. 

The  Committee  may,  when  it  deems  best,  consult  with 
other  members  of  the  faculty  relative  to  the  schedule,  but 
it  shall  have  power  to  make  out  the  program  as  it  seems 
best  in  its  judgment,  ami  when  so  made  and  appro%'ed  by 
the  Principal,  the  same  shall  be  final. 

*REf  om.mendations  and  Positions:  This  Committee 
shall  assist  graduates  and  qualified  students  to  secure  posi- 
tions to  teach,  and  shall  aid  .school  officials  in  procuring 
teachers. 

It  shall  collect  complete  and  accurate  information  re- 
specting all  apjilicants  for  positions  to  teach  who  ask  the 
assistance  of  the  Committee. 

Reliciocs  Work:  It  shall  be  the  function  of  this  Com- 
mittee to  assist  and  encourage  the  students  in  all  religious 
work.  It  shall  advi.se  with  the  officers  of  the  Y.  W.  C.  A. 
and  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 

School  Macsazine:  This  Committee  shall  have  gen- 
eral charge  of  the  jmblication  known  as  the  Normal  Herald. 

Social  Like:  This  Committee  sliali  have  general  and 
executive  charge  of  the  social  life  of  the  students.  It  shall 
have  charge  of  the  Saturday  evening  social,  of  the  Hallow- 
e'en and  Washington's  Birthday  events  and  such  other 
affairs  as  the  Ilauxhurst  spreads,  hay-rides  and  sleigh-rides. 

State  Board:  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Cominittee 
to  make  all  needful  preparation  for  facilitating  the  work  of 
the  State   Hoard   of   Examiners. 


'NOTE  — The  Normal,  llirough  its  Comniittec  on  Ri-comniclidalions  and  Positions. 
i>  prt-pared  to  give  systennitic  aid  to  its  graduates  and  students  in  securing  suitable  positions 
lo  teach. 

The  Committee  seeks  to  assist  school  authorities  in  procuring  conip*'tcnt  teachers.  The 
plan  is  to  recommend  candidates  best  suited  lo  fill  vacancies  and  not  to  send  out  general  letters 
of  recommendation. 

School  authorities  who  write  the  Committee  will  have  full  and  confidential  information 
in  regard  to  applicants. 

School  officers  are  cordially  invited  to  visit  the  Normal  to  inspect  the  work  of  those 
whom  they  may  wish  to  secure  lo  fill  positions.  Correspondence  is  invited  from  Boards. 
Principals  and  Superintendents  in  regard  to  vacancies  and  teachers.  This  information  will 
be  treated  in  full  confidence  and  all  possible  assistance  will  be  gladly  given. 

While  the  chief  work  of  the  Committee  will  be  to  help  the  students  who  are  in  attend- 
ance, yet  it  is  the  purpose  to  lend  assistance  lo  graduates  and  former  students  in  securing  for 
themselves  more  satisfactory  positions.  To  this  end  the  full  co-operation  of  Alumni  and  former 
students  is  earnestly  desired.  Write  lo  the  Committee  when  in  need  of  a  teacher.  Supply 
informalion  concerning  vacanci<-s.

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THE  PENNSYLVANIA   STATE  NORMAL  SCHOOL 


HISTORY 


TIIK  i)l;m  c)f  this  Institution  was  conceived  in  tlie 
sixties,  the  first  money,  some  twenty  thousand 
dollars,  being  sul)scrihed  for  its  founding  in  ISfif). 
The  first  recognition  hy  tlie  State  was  tlirougli  an 
act  of  tlie  Cieneral  Assembly  in  1871,  but  the  school  was 
not  ojiened  until  May  17,  1875.  Its  first  principal  was 
Dr.  E.  H.  Fairfield,  who  afterwards,  as  the  first  Chancellor 
of  the  University  of  Nebraska,  so  largely  influenced  the 
future  of  that  institution. 

Among  the  notable  men  i)reseMt  upon  the  oi)ening  day 
of  th(>  school  was  one  of  Pennsylvania's  most  famous  educa- 
t(irs,  then  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction, 
James  P.  Wickersham,  who  stated  in  his  public  address 
that  it  was  his  o])inion  that  Indiana's  first  building  was  the 
largest,  finest  and  bcst-])lanned  structure  devoted  to  nor- 
mal school  education  in  the  United  States.  A  monument 
to  its  founders,  that  building  still  stands,  and  in  honor  of 
the  first  president  of  the  board  t>f  trustees,  it  is  known  as 
John  Sutton  Hall. 

In  1893  there  was  erected  upon  our  campus  a  brick 
residence  for  men  students.  The  building  was  forty  by 
one  hundred  feet,  and  consisted  of  a  basement  and  three 
stories.  In  February,  1906,  this  building  burned  to  the 
ground.  There  were  excellent  fire  escapes,  so  not  only  were 
no  lives  lost,  but  there  w-ere  no  serious  injuries. 

The  ruins  were  not  cold  before  the  trustees  were  planning 
for  a  larger  and  better  dormitory  for  our  young  men,  and 
in  January,  1007,  the  Indiana  boys  took  possession  of  one 
of  the  best  school  residences  for  men  in  the  State.  The 
building  stands  upon  the  site  of  the  old  one,  but  is  some- 
what larger,  and  is  known  as  Clark  Hall,  in  honor  of  the 
board's  second  president,  the  late  Justice  Silas  M.  Clark, 
of  the  Supreme  Bench. 

In  1893,  also,  the  board  erected,  to  the  northward  of  the 
main  building,  the  Model  School,  and  named  it  in  honor 
of  their  third  president,  the  A.  \V.  Wilson  Hall.  This 
building  contains  eight  large,  airy  classrooms,  with  ample 
playrooms  in  the  basement  for  use  on  stormy  days. 


The  year  1903  marked  a  strong  advance  in  Indiana's 
material  equipment.  The  Normal's  Recitation  Hall  was 
then  erected.  It  stands  just  to  the  .southward  of  Wilson 
Hall,  completing  the  east  wing  of  the  quadrangle.  .\ 
stately  structure  it  is  and  one  of  the  most  l)eautiful  on  the 
eam])us.  The  dimensions  arc  a  frontage  of  one  hundred 
and  thirty  feet  and  a  depth  of  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
three.  The  building  is  the  school  proper  of  the  Normal 
and  contains  twenty-four  large  beautiful  rooms.  The 
Trustees  honored  themselves  by  naming  this  building  after 
one  of  their  widely  known  and  most  faithful  teachers. 
Jane  E.  Leouarii. 

During  that  same  year  there  was  erected  to  the  west- 
ward of  the  south  wing  of  John  Sutton  Hall  another  most 
beautiful  and  imposing  structure,  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
three  liy  ninety-two  feet  in  size  and  three  stories  high.  In 
the  basement  of  this  building  is  the  laundry  and  storage, 
while  on  the  first  floor  are  the  kitchens,  dining-rooms,  and 
the  Steward's  office;  the  Music  Conservatory  occupies 
the  second  and  third  stories.  This  building  is  known  as 
Thomas  Sutton  Hall,  in  honor  of  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees. 

During  the  past  few  years  something  more  than  .$60,000 
have  been  spent  in  improving  the  Institution's  plant,  the 
most  noteworthy  improvement  being  the  erection  of  a  cold 
storage  plant  in  connection  with  the  refectory.  This  cold 
storage  plant  is  pronounced  by  experts  to  be  one  of  the 
very  best  in  all  the  country.  It  enables  the  school  to  manu- 
facture its  own  ice,  and  to  furnish  its  students  at  all  times 
with  the  choicest  fresh  meats. 

During  the  year  1910  two  notable  additions  to  our  build- 
ings were  made  —  an  annex  to  the  dining  hall,  seating 
from  eighty  to  one  hundred:  and  an  annex  to  the  girls" 
dormitory,  accommodating  sixty-two  girls.  The  dining- 
room  annex  contains  a  very  large  fireplace,  which  promotes 
good  cheer  and  helps  the  ventilation  materially.  The  annex 
to  the  girls'  dormitory  affords  to  each  two  girls  occupying 
it  a  suite  consisting  of  a  sitting-room  and  bedroom.     There 
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;iro  two  largi-  wanlroln'  closets,  one  for  each  girl.  In  the 
liedroom  eaeli  girl  has  lier  own  bed,  and  tliere  is  a  poreehiiii 
lavatory  supplied  with  hot  and  eolil  water.  No  dormitory, 
however  high  the  charges  of  the  school,  aflfords  its  occupants 
better  rooms  than  the.se.  This  huilding  is  practically  fire- 
proof, and  its  l)athrooms  —  one  on  every  floor  —  are  tiled 
and  finished  in  Italian  marble.  Occupant.s  of  these  rooms 
pay  from  s(>\ciity-five  cents  to  one  dollar  a  week  extra. 

During  the  year  1913  the  Trustees  bought  land  oflF  the 
Campus  and  across  the  P.  R.  R.,  and  erected  a  Power 
Plant  at  a  cost  of  $U0,()00.  This  is  one  of  the  most  com- 
plete plants  owned  by  a  school.  It  provides  all  heat  and 
light  and  furnishes  ])ower  for  the  elevators,  ventilating  fans 
and  culinary  machinery. 

During  tlic  year  1!»14  the  .\iiil)ulat()r>-  about  Recrea- 
tion Hall  was  i)uilt  and  the  Hall  itself  <'iitircly  recon- 
structed. The  ■■  North  Annex"  to  the  girls'  dormitory 
was  l)uilt,  ])ro\'iding  rooms  for  seventy  girls.  The  rooms 
in  thi.s  annex  are  larger  than  those  in  the  old  dormitory, 
and  they  are  better  furnished  than  any  other  of  our  rooms; 
each  girl  has  her  own  bed,  her  own  desk,  and  her  own 
study-light.  .Vu  addition  nearly  doubling  the  capacity' 
of  the   kilchrii   wa>  built,   and    inure   llian   s.t.Olll)   uorlli   i>l 
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year  around. 

During  the  year  1!(1.)  an  addition  was  built  that  doubled 
the  cai)acity  of  the  '".North  .\nnex."  The  rooms  in  the 
new  j)art  are  better,  however,  than  those  in  the  ])art  first 
constructed.  In  addition  to  the  advantages  thus  atTorded, 
each  room  ojmmis  into  a  private  dressing  room  with  lavatory 
supplied  with  hot  and  cold  water.  The  entire  first  floor 
of  the  addition  to  tlu'  "  North  .Vmu'x."  101  feet  in  length 
is   now  occupied    l)y    the    I,il)rary. 

During  the  summer  of  lOl.'i,  an  addition  was  built  to 
our  dining  room,  and  $10. 000  was  spent  in  re])airing  and 
decorating  the  room.  Those  who  have  .seen  many  schools, 
announce  their  opinion  that  ours  is  the  finest  school  dining 
room  in  America. 

Indiana's  student  growth  has  ne\-er  been  phenomenal, 
but  it  has  been  steady,  and  has  increased  from  3'28,  the 
total  enrollment  of  that  first  term  back  in  187;),  to  more 
lli.au   1  .."lOd.   I  lie  nuniber  for  the  year  just  closed. 
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MATERIAL   EQUIPMENT 


The  Buildings 

Those  liavc  nlroady  hccii  ((iiitc  fully  dcscrihcil.  They 
iiU  are  hiiilt  of  stone  and  hriek  in  the  most  substantial 
manner,  and  are  heated  hy  steam,  direct  or  indirect,  with 
the  fan  system.  The  main  huildinj?,  used  as  the  girls' 
residence  is  equiiiped  willi  Ihrce  larfj*'  electric  passen>;'er 
elevators  ruiiniuf;'  from  the  hasement  to  the  toj)  floor, 
which  makes  the  ii])i)er  floors  more  desirable  in  some 
respects  than  the  lower  ones. 

This  entire  building  is  heated  by  steam  and  lighted  by 
electricity.  Every  floor  is  supi)lied  with  an  abundance  of 
hot  and  cold  water,  and  the  bathrooms,  lavatories  and 
water  closets  are  of  the  most  approved  patterns. 

On  account  of  our  method  of  lighting  and  heating,  the 
possibility  of  a  fire  is  small,  while  danger  from  it  is  reduced 
to  a  minimum  by  ample  arrangements  for  extinguishment, 
and  by  fire-escapes  abundantly  provided  for  each  floor  and 
for  each  room. 

In  brief,  this  immense  building  is  planned  and  furnished 
throughout  for  the  convenience,  safety  and  success  of  its 
occupants. 

Each  student's  room  is  furnished  with  a  bedstead,  a 
bureau,  a  washstand,  with  necessary  china,  two  chairs,  a 
study  table  and  a  neat  case  of  bookshelves.  .\11  rooms  are 
carpeted  and  have  plain  shades  to  the  windows.  Many  of 
the  rooms  are  also  furnished  with  single  beds. 

The  night  watchmen  have  their  headquarters  in  this 
building,  and  make  the  rounds  of  all  the  buildings  on  the 
campus  four  times  each  night. 

Each  student's  room  in  the  boys'  dormitory  is  furnished 
with  two  single  iron  liedsleads,  a  bureau,  a  washstand  with 
necessary  china,  two  chairs,  and  a  study  table.  The  win- 
dows are  provided  with  j)lain  shades. 

The  Laboratories 

For  physics,  chemistry  and  biology  are  located  on  the 
first  floor  of  Leonard  Hall.  Few,  if  any,  normal  schools  in 
this  country  are  better  equijiped  for  science  work  than  is 
Indiana. 

These  laboratories  are  supplied  with  every  necessary 
instrument  and  equipment  for  individual  study. 


The  Library 

A  good  reference  library  is  accessible  every  day  to  all 
students.  Here  are  found  the  leading  encyclopedias,  dic- 
tionaries and  other  standard  reference  books,  historical 
charts,  maps  and  other  conveniences  so  essential  to  suc- 
cessful student  life. 

There  is  also  a  large  library  of  choice  works  of  history, 
biogra{)hy  and  literature  free  to  all  students. 

The  Red  Star  system  of  book  selection  has  been  added. 
A  number  of  books  have  been  singled  out  for  their  humour, 
attractive  stories,  or  for  beauty  in  thought  and  expression. 

The  purpose  is  primarily  to  raise  the  standard  of  read- 
ing, and  to  increase  love  for  and  knowledge  of  the  valuable 
works  of  the  ages. 

It  is  not  the  aim  to  mass  books  merely  for  the  sake  of 
making  a  large  library;  but  we  do  aim  to  have  every  usable 
book  and  periodical. 

The  additions  to  the  library  <luring  the  year  will  aggre- 
gate about  five  hundred  volumes. 

We  aim  to  give  a  brief  cour.se  to  each  student  on  the 
use  of  a  library.

It  contains  three  tiled 
bathrooms,  a  dispensary,  a  kitchen  and  dining-room, 
nurses'  private  quarters,  ample  clo.sets.  ward  for  girls, 
I)rivate  room  for  girls,  ward  for  boys,  and  private  room 
for  Ijoys.  The  west  end  is  fitted  for  boys,  the  east  for 
girls.  These  two  apartments  are  separate  and  distinct, 
being  divided  by  a  hall. 

Every  sanitary  precaution  is  here  taken,  and  every 
necessary  arrangement  is  provided  for  the  intelligent  care 
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of  the  sick.  A  graduate  nurse  is  always  in  ciiargc.  Many 
a  serious  illness  has  l)een  avert('(i  by  early  caring  for  the 
student  in  this  Infirmary.  The  excellent  health  of  our  girls 
is  ])roverbial,  and  the  Infirmary  is  responsible  in  no  small 
degree  for  it.  No  extra  charge  is  made  for  care  in  the  Infirm- 
ary, not  even  for  the  consumption  of  common  remedies, 
a  .stock  of  which  is  always  on  hand.  But  in  case  the  illness 
is  such  as  to  require  the  care  of  a  physician  or  special  nurs- 
ing, the  student  pays  that  cost,  and  the  cost  of  filling  the 
physician's  prescriptions.  At  some  distance  from  the  main 
buildings,  and  off  the  campus,  the  institution  maintains  a 
small  hospital  to  which  cases  are  confined  if  there  is  cause 
to  suspect  contagion. 

In  short,  every  precaution  is  taken  to  i)rotect  the  health 
of  the  Indiana  student;  and  during  more  than  a  third  of  a 
century  but  three  deaths  have  occurred  in  the  Institution, 
and  it  has  never  suffered  from  an  epidemic,  notwithstand- 
ing the  thousands  who  have  been  under  its  care.  Students, 
who  because  of  severe  or  prolonged  illness  have  to  be 
transferred  to  a  private  hospital,  have  to  pay  the  expense 
incurred  at  such  institution  and  the  cost  of  the  transfer. 

Students,  who  because  of  suffering  from  a  contagious 
disease  have  to  be  removed  to  the  school  hospital,  have  to 
paj'  five  dollars  a  week  while  in  the  hospital  for  nursing,' 
and  no  deduction  is  made  from  the  regular  term  payments. 

Boarding 

The  boarding  department  of  this  school  is  under  the 
charge  of  a  Steward  of  wide  experience. 

All  who  visit  the  Institution  are  delighted  with  its 
beautiful,  spacious  dining-room,  and  its  immaculately  clean 
kitchens,  fitted  up  with  every  modern  ap})liance  of  worth. 
The  kitchen  is  presided  over  by  an  expert  chef.  There  are 
four  assistant  cooks.  The  great  bake-ovens  are  in  the  base- 
ment. We  bake  all  our  bread  (white,  Vienna,  Graham, 
whole  wheat,  corn-bread  and  biscuit),  pies  and  puddings. 
A  professional  baker  has  charge  of  the  ovens.

All  water  served  on  our  tables  is  from  our  own  wells, 
drilled  to  a  depth  of  more  than  two  hundred  feet. 

Each  table  seats  from  eight  to  twelve  and  so  far  as 
possible  is  jjresided  over  by  a  teacher. 

It  is  the  Steward's  aim  to  provide  good,  substantial, 
wholesome  food.  While  it  is  plain,  it  is  always  the  best 
quality  to  be  found  on  our  markets. 

It  is  doubtful  if  there  is  another  school  in  the  country, 
whatever  its  character  or  charges,  that  provides  a  greater 
variety  of,  or  more  wholesome,  food  for  its  students  than 
does  Indiana.  Our  bills-of-fare  vary  with  the  seasons. 
Ice-cream  is  regularly  served  twice  a  week.  Special  meals 
are  prepared  for  the  sick. 

Students  are  permitted  to  room  and  board  with  private 
families,  or  to  room  in  private  homes  and  take  meals  in 
the  school,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Principal  only. 

Laundry 

The  institution  owns  a  first-class  Laundrj',  and  has  it 
under  the  management  of  competent  people.  The  price  of 
board  in  this  School  includes  free  laundry  to  the  extent  of 
ten  plain  pieces  a  week,  in  addition  to  towels  and  napkins. 
In  the  basement  of  the  girls'  residence  is  a  place  to  do 
washing  and  ironing  for  the  use  of  girls  only,  and  many  of 
them  attend  to  the  laundering  of  their  own  handkerchiefs 
and  other  small  pieces. 

All  articles  sent  to  the  laundry  must  be  plainly  marked 
with  the  name  of  the  owner  in  some  indelible  form,  and 
should  be  in  a  laundry-bag. 

.\11  water  used  in  our  laundry  is  sterilized,  in  order  to 
eliminate  any  possibility  of  .spreading  infectious  diseases. 

Outfit  and  Rooms 

Outfit  —  Students  are  expected  to  provide  them- 
selves with  towels,  table  napkins,  soap  and  other  need- 
ful toilet  articles. 
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Rooms  —  Students  in  actual  attendance  at  tlie  close 
of  one  term  are  entitled  to  ])reference  in  the  choice  of  rooms 
for  the  next  term.  Hut  room  will  not  be  reserved  for  a 
girl  when  in  attendance  at  tlie  school,  unless  she  makes 
a  (le])i>sit  of  five  dollars  with  the  school.  If  the  student 
makinj;  deposit  returns  at  the  opening  of  tlie  next  term 
and  claims  her  room,  the  deposit  of  five  dollars  will  be 
deducted  from  the  regular  payment  then  to  be  made; 
otherwise,  the  deposit  is  forfeited  to  the  school.  All  other 
students  are  entitled  to  choice  of  rooms  in  the  order  of 
the  receipt  of  their  applications. 

The  School  authorities  at  Indiana  do  not  choose  rooms 
for  individual  students:  becau.se,  of  two  rooms  available, 
the  Princijjal  or  Preceptress  might  choo.sc  the  room  that 
the  new  student  would  not  choose.  For  forty  years,  the 
School  has  followed  a  method  of  allotting  rooms  which 
is  in  vogue  in  many  of  the  best  boarding  schools  of  the 
country.  At  the  close  of  the  school  year  in  June  all  old 
students  who  are  to  return  the  following  year  choo.se  their 
rooms.  On  account  of  the  large  graduating  classes,  many 
rooms  arc  left  vacant  for  new  students,  and  from  these 
vacant  rooms  the  new  students  choose  their  rooms  when 
they  come  to  Indiana  in  the  fall,  making  choice  in  the 
order  of  their  reservations.  The  "reservation  of  a  room  " 
at  Indiana  does  not,  therefore,  set  aside  any  ])arti(ular 
rooi7i  for  the  new  student:  l>ut  is  simi)ly  a  guarantee  that 
a  comfortal)le.  well  furnished.  heat<-d  and  lighted  room, 
with  privilege  of  bath,  will  be  prt)vidcd  for  the  student 
upon  her  entering  the  State  Normal  School. 

No  rooms,  selected  by  or  for  students,  will  i)e  held 
for  them  beyond  the  second  day  of  the  term,  except  upon 
special  agreement  to  thai  effect,  and  charge  will  in  all 
cases  be  made  for  rooms  thus  held. 

Each  room  is  intended  to  accommodate  two  boarders, 
and  the  .scale  of  prices  given  in  this  catalogue  is  arranged 
accordingly.  Where  the  student,  by  his  own  choice,  occu- 
pies a  room  alone,  an  extra  charg<'  will  be  made.  Students 
may  not  room  alone,  except  with  the  permission  of  the 
school's  authorities. 

Location 

The  Institution  is  fortunate  in  its  location,  the  site  being 
one  of  great  natural  beauty,  while  the  surrounding  town  is 


characteristically  beautiful,  and  has  developed  those  moral 
influences  so  desirable  in  the  seat  of  an  institution  of 
learning.  The  town  has  a  poi)ulation  of  more  than  (j,000 
and  maintains  churches  of  the  following  denominations: 
Methodist  Episcopal,  Free  Methodist,  Episcopal,  Presby- 
terian, United  Presbyterian,  Catholic,  Lutheran,  Baptist, 
Wesleyan  Methodist,  German  Lutheran  and  Christian. 

Growth  and  improvement  have  especially  marked  In- 
diana in  the  past  few  years,  and  bid  fair  to  continue. 
Many  blocks  of  excellent  brick  paving  have  been  laid, 
and  contracts  for  manv  more  have  been  let. 
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Attending  a  i 

The  place  is  readied  l)y  rail  witlioiil  difficulty,  being 
the  northern  teriiiinus  of  the  "Jndiaiia  Branch"  of  the 
Pennsylvania,  the  change  from  the  main  line  heing  made 
at  Blairsville  Intersection,  where  the  Indiana  train  awaits 
the  main  line  train.  The  Indiana  Branch  connects  at 
Blairsville  with  the  West  Penn.  Division.  Indiana  is  also 
on  the  BufTalo,  Rochester  and  Pittsburgh,  which  gives 
connections  with  all  northern  points.  The  Institution  is 
within  ten  minutes"  walk  of  either  depot.  The  Penn.syl- 
vania  stops  all  its  trains  at  the  "Campus  Landing"  on  the 
first   day   of  each    term.      Both   the   railways   |)Mt   on  extra 
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coaches  at  the  o|)ening  of  each  term  in  order  to  accommo- 
date all,  if  possii)le,  with  seats. 

The  Pennsylvania  now  run.s  a  special  train  for  Indiana 
students  only,  from  our  campus  direct  to  the  Union  Station 
at  Pittsburgh,  at  the  close  of  each  term.  The  train  is 
chaperoned  by  teachers. 

Telephone  connection  can  be  made  from  the  main 
building  with  all  leading  points. 

Reference  has  been  made  to  Indiana's  naturally  beau- 
tiful location.  Here  in  the  foot-hills  of  the  Alleghanies, 
fifteen  hundred  feet  above  sea-level,  with  a  clear,  pure 
atmosphere,  its  inhabitants  have  alwaj's  been  free  from 
miasniic  or  malarial  complaints.  For  more  than  a  third 
of  a  century  the  health  record  of  the  school  has  been  phe- 
nomenal. 

Our  campus,  comjjrising  twenty-three  acres,  has  its 
natural  beauty  greatly  enhanced  by  the  constant  care  of  a 
landscape  gardener;  but  its  beauty  is  much  more  graphically 
told  than  mere  words  can  do,  by  the  photographic  repro- 
ductions ruiuiing  through  this  volume.  It  is  the  belief  of 
the  Institution's  authorities  that  such  surroundings  are  a 
potent  factor  in  the  ui)building  of  the  student's  character. 

Purpose  and  Function  of  this  School 

Pennsylvania,  in  common  with  most  of  the  American 
States,  realized  practically  from  its  founding  the  necessity 
of  an  educated  citizenship.  It  is  axiomatic  that  a  ju.<t  and 
efficient  government  must  and  will  be  controlled  and  ad- 
ministered by  the  educated;  hence,  the  genius  of  our 
government  implies  an  educated  citizenship.  This  attitude 
of  the  State  toward  the  instruction  of  its  people  makes  it 
the  one  competent  agency  in  supi)lying  qualified  teachers 
for  its  schools.  This  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  does 
through  its  Public  Normal  Schools,  whose  function  is  the 
preparation  of  teachers  for  the  common  schools  of  the 
State.  The  learning  and  training  imparted  by  the  State 
through  its  Normal  Schools  has  not  for  its  purpose  the 
bettering  of  the  condition  of  one  class  of  persons  at  the 
public  expense;  the  school  does  not  exist  for  the  benefit 
of  its  students  simply,  but  for  the  benefit  of  the  whole 
people,  and  its  work  is  done  with  the  general  welfare 
alwavs  in  view. 
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It  is  soinetiiiios  declared  by  some  well-meaning  critic 
that  the  normal  should  he  "a  i)urely  professional  school," 
meaning  that  the  school  should  not  do  academic  work,  hut 
devote  itself  to  the  teachinj;  of  i)edaf,'of,'ics.  i)sycholoj,'y,  the 
|)hiloso|)hy  of  education,  etc.  All  exjjerienced  trainers  of 
teachers  realize  the  inefficiency  of  such  work.  Those  so 
trained  rarely  make  successful  teachers.  .\s  well  might 
medical  students  devote  their  time  to  the  study  of  diagnosis 
and  the  theory  of  disease,  apart  from  materia  medica  and 
the  common  diseases  encountered  in  actual  practice.  The 
average  high  school  graduate  has  heen  away  from  the 
common  school  subjects  for  from  four  to  five  years.  His 
knowledge  of  those  subjects  was  obtained  at  an  immature 
age.  In  his  normal  school  course  they  must  be  reviewed 
^Tom  the  xtiimliioint  of  a  teacher.  His  view  will  be  very 
"different  from  the  view  he  had  as  a  child.  The  normal 
school  must  not  oidy  teach  how  to  teach,  l)ut  what  to 
teach  and  the  educational  value  of  study  subjects.  True, 
it  cannot  and  does  not  confine  its  courses  to  common 
.school  subjects,  realizing  the  necessity  of  having  the  con- 
tent of  its  courses  broad  and  cultural.  The.se  facts  make 
the  normal  school  a  desirable  institution  in  which  to  ob- 
tain a  general  education  for  any  purpo-se  in  life.  More 
and  more,  far-seeing  parents  have  recognized  this,  and 
have  insisted  upon  the  privilege  of  paying  full  tuition  for 
having  their  children  educated  in  the  normal  school,  thus 
benefiting  by  its  peculiar  excellence. 

For  thousands  of  years,  thoughtful  men  have  realized 
the  educational  and  cultural  value  of  music,  and  its  psycho- 
logical effect  in  giving  tone  and  sanity  to  mental  life. 
.\merican  educatioiuil  leaders  believe  in  music  as  a  school 
study,  and  insist  that  the  common  school  teacher  shall 
pos-sess  a  fair  degree  of  musical  knowledge  and  ability.  To 
meet  this  demand  in  training,  the  leading  normal  .schools 
have  founded  strong  dei)artments  of  music.  The  depart- 
ment at  Indiana  has  grown  into  a  well-equipped  Con- 
servatory, second  to  none  in  this  .section  of  the  country. 

The  life  of  a  community  determines  the  practical  .side 
of  its  .school  education.  America  is  a  business  country; 
hence,  in  its  cities  everywhere  high  schools  are  ofi'ering 
business  courses.  To  prejjare  teachers  for  this  class  of 
High  School  work,  this  Normal  maintains  a  Business  School. 
So  thorough  and  excellent  is  the  course  that  many  are 
graduated  from  it,  not  to  teach,  but  to  take  up  business 
careers.  In  short,  it  is  the  purpose  of  this  Institution  to 
prepare  teachers  for  every  grade  and  kind  of  teaching  of 
wide  demand. 

Discipline 

.\11  questions  of  internal  organization  in  a  .school  must 
be  determined  by  the  fundamental  conception  of  the 
function  of  the  school.  In  determining  the  nature  and 
character  of  discipline  in  a  normal  .school,  the  function  of 
the  institution  makes  it  neces.sary  that  it  be  but  slightly,  if 
at  all,  reformatory  in  its  nature.  The  general  welfare  of 
the  State  would  not  be  promoted  by  licensing  one  of  evil 
tendencies  or  certain  shortcomings  to  teach  in  the  schools 
of  the  commonwealth. 

It  is,  therefore,  the  policy  of  the  administrative  authori- 
ties to  ask  any  student   who  does  not  conduct   herself  or 


himself  in  all  things  as  becomes  the  lady  or  gentleman,  or 
who  is  found  not  to  be  adajjled  to  the  life  and  work  of  the 
school  for  other  reasons,  to  withdraw  from  the  Institution. 

In  the  government  of  the  school,  the  largest  liberty  con- 
sistent with  good  work  and  order  is  allowed.  The  discijjlin- 
ary  power  of  the  Institution  is  brought  to  bear  u})on  the 
student,  only  to  bring  him  to  a  rational  understanding  of 
freedom,  and  to  lead  him  to  such  .self-government  as  will 
make  him  capable  in  the  future  of  wisely  governing  others 
who  shall  become  his  pupils. 

It  is  the  desire  and  aim  of  the  Faculty  to  make  the 
government  in  the  school  ethical  in  its  basis. 

Religious  Influences 

This  school  is  not  denominational  in  any  .sense.  Its 
authorities,  however,  aim  to  make  it  a  place  of  gentle  but 
positive  Christian  influence.  To  this  end  family  worship  is 
held  daily,  and  students  are  required  to  attend  the  church 
of  their  own  choice  on  Sunday  mornings. 

The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  aid  in  the  religious 
culture  of  all  whose  homes  are  in  the  Institution.  They 
include  a  large  portion  of  the  students.  These  associations 
have  charge  of  the  Thursday  evening  prayer-meetings,  and 
hold  a  joint  meeting  Sunday  evenings.  Endeavor  is  made 
to  promote  Sabbath  observance. 

Students  are  thus  encouraged  to  become  Christian 
workers,  and  school  life  is  made  to  minister  to  the  elevation 
of  Christian  life. 

Besides  these  associations,  there  are  various  others  of 
a  practical  tyije  and  in  a  highly  prosperous  condition. 

The  denominations  that  maintain  churches  in  Indiana 
were  mentioned  in  describing  the  School's  location. 

The  Lecture  Course 

The  Institution  maintains  an  excellent  free  lecture 
course  for  its  student  body.  On  this  course  is  always  to  be 
found  the  best  obtainable  talent.  During  the  past  .season 
our  students  had  the  privilege  of  hearing  in  the  Chapel,

Its  ])uri)osc  is  to  give  students 
an  ojjportunity  for  practice  in  i)ubiic  speaking,  and  par- 
liamentary tactics.  The  Huyghenian  is  a  similar  society. 
Both  tlu'se  organizations  have  well-furnished  halls,  where 
they  hold  fortnightly   meetings. 

The  Lincoln  Debating  Club 

The  Lincoln  Debating  Club  is  an  organization  for  men 
students.  Its  purpose  is  to  develop  ready  and  useful  public 
speakers. 

The  membership  is  limited  to  fifty,  and  these  are 
divided  into  three  sections,  each  .section  debating  every 
third  week.  The  regular  program  consists  of  a  prepared 
debate  on  some  serious  cjuestion  of  the  day  and  impromptu 
speeches  on  current  topics. 

The  club  has  the  benefit  of  a  Faculty  coach.

The  Iota  Chapter  of  the  Phi  Ali)ha  Fraternity  was 
organized,  February  '•29,  1908.  The  ])urpose  oi  the  fra- 
ternity is  to  i)romote  the  general  welfare  of  its  members. 
It  is  also  the  i)ur])ose  of  the  Fraternity  to  develop  and 
maintain  high  athletic  standing.  The  Fraternity  is  well 
represented  in  all  athletics.  Good  moral  and  scholastic 
standing  in  the  School  is  required  for  membership.

ments the  social  and  literary  training  of  its  members,  and 
maintains  a  scholarshij)  and  conduct  test  for  membership 

eligibility. 

Agonian  "Fraternity,"  Iota  Chapter 

AKO 

The  (irand  Chapter  of  tiic  National  .Agonian  "Fra- 
ternity," at  their  convocation  in  1910,  granted  a  charter 
to  a  club  of  girls  in  our  school,  installing  them  as  the  Iota 
Chapter  of  the  Agonian  "Fraternity."  This  organization 
is  of  many  years  standing  and  is  particularly  strong  in 
the  State  of  New  York,  the  Alpha  Chapter  being  located 
at  Geneseo.  The  "Fraternity"  is  a  link  between  College 
fraternities  and  Normal  School  literary  societies,  the 
purpose  being  to  get  from  school  life  the  highest  possible 
good;  mental,  moral  and  social.  Teachers  are  admitted 
as  active  members. 

Alpha  Sigma  Alpha 

The  Alpha  Gamma  Chapter  of  the  .\lpha  Sigma  .\lpha, 
a  professional  school  sorority,  was  organized  in  November, 
1914,  from  the  former  local  sorority.  Gamma  Pi  Beta. 
Alpha  Sigma  Alpha  is  a  sorority  of  fifteen  years"  standing 
with  its  Ali)ha  Cha]>ter  at  Farmville,  Virginia. 
Sigma  Sigma  Sigma 

The  Grand  Chajjter  of  the  Sigma  Sigma  Sigma  Sorority, 
whose  Alpha  Chapter  is  located  at  the  Normal  School, 
Farmville,  \"a.,  granted  a  chapter  to  a  club  of  girls  in  the 
Indiana  Normal  School,  installing  them  as  the  Lambda 
Chapter,  February,  1915,  with  fourteen  charter  members. 
This  sorority  is  particularly  strong  in  the  South  and  in 
Western  Universities.  A  high  standard  of  scholarship  is 
required.  Its  aim  is  to  promote  democracy  and  good 
fellowship  among  the  students. 

Phi  Delta  Phi 

The  Phi  Delta  Phi  Sorority  organization  was  formed 
with  twelve  charter  members  in  1910.  The  Sorority  fosters 
a  high  standard  of  scholarship  and  supplements  the  op- 
portunities for  social  culture. 

Delta  Sigma  Epsilon 

The  Beta  Chaiiter  of  Delta  Sigma  Epsilon,  a  jirofes- 
sional  school  sorority,  was  organized  in  January.  1916, 
from  the  local  club  Delta  Sigma.  This  sorority  has  chapters 
in  some  of  the  stronger  western  professional  schools,  the 
Alpha  Chapter  being  located  at  Miami  L'liiversitv,  Oxford, 
Ohio. 
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Christian  Associations 

The  students  maintain  two  reii{;ious  organizations — tlif 
V.  M.  C.  A.  and  the  Y.  W.  (".  A.  These  associations  hohl 
reguhir  weekly  meetings  for  devotional  jjurposes,  and  occa- 
sional social  gatherings.  The  meetings  are  a  source  of 
strength  and  helj)  to  the  young  j)eop!e.  The  associations 
are  factors  for  good  in  the  School,  and  new  students  are 
cordially  invited  to  identify  themselves  with  them.  Com- 
mittees of  the  two  associations  meet  all  trains  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  terms  to  assist  and  direct  new  students. 

Each  of  the  a.ssociations  has  a  furnished  hall  for  its 
meetings. 

The  Whatsoever  Circle 

The  Whatsoever  Circle  is  a  hranch  of  the  Young  Wo- 
men's Christian  Association,  which  has  been  in  operation 
for  many  years  and  has  become  noted  for  religious  and  help- 
ful work  of  all  kinds.  Its  object  is,  as  its  name  indicates, 
to  serve  whomsoever  and  wheresoever  needed.  Its  last 
gift  to  the  school  is  a  small  silver  service  for  each  of  the 
trays  to  be  used  by  the  sick  people. 

Alumni  Association 

Indiana  has  graduated  nearly  two  thousand  teachers, 
and  they  constitute  a  loyal  and  enthusiastic  band  of  sup- 
porters for  their  Alma  Mater.  The  Alumni  A.ssociation 
lia>  been  a  useful  factor,  indeed,  in  the  upbuilding  of  the 
School.  Its  services  have  been  numerous  and  varied.  But 
it  is  hoped  that  its  influence  may  be  made  even  more  potent. 
No  School  can  accomplish  great  things  without  the  aid  of  a 
loyal  and  enthusiastic  alumni.  Let  us  not  forget  the  fact 
that  in  our  union  rests  the  strength  that  will  make  us  a  suc- 
cess in  our  professional  life — that  it  is  the  excellence  of  our 
work  that  gives  reputation  to  our  Alma  Mater,  and  that  her 
reputation  is  ours. 

The  Association  holds  an  annual  reunion  at  Commence- 
ment time.    There  is  both  a  business  meeting  and  a  bancpjet.

Athletics 

The  Institution's  reputation  in  athletics  is  so  well 
known  that  comment  is  scarcely  necessary  here;  the  F'oot- 
ball  and  Baseball  teams  have  for  years  wi>n  a  l)ig  majority 
of  the  .season's  games,  and  the  Track  Team  has  been  the 
champion  team  among  schools  of  our  rank  for  years  in 
Pennsylvania  and  surrounding  states.  The  Football 
team  was  the  acknowledged  champion  Normal  football 
team  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  for  1!)15,  and  the  Schol- 
astic Champions  for  Western  Pennsylvania.  Three  mem- 
bers of  the  l!)lo  team  were  cho.sen  on  the  Middle  Atlantic 
Cliami)ionshi])  team,  jiicked  by  Walter  Dunn,  and  five 
Indiana  men  were  first  choice  on  the  All-Xormal  School

Graduation 

In  order  to  be  graduated  from  any  Pennsylvania  State 
Normal,  the  cantlidate  must  have  passed  satisfactory  ex- 
aminations under  the  Faculty  in  all  the  branches  required 
in  each  year  of  the  four-year  course,  and  under  the  State 
Board  in  the  branches  required  in  the  third  and  fourth 
years  of  the  course.     The  candidate  must  also  have  spent 
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tlu'  tliirtl  and  fourth  yoars  as  a  stiideiil  in  tiie  school,  unless 
a  graduate  of  an  accredited  college,  in  which  case  residence 
during  the  fourth  year  only  may  be  required. 

Graduates  of  second  grade  high  schools  may  he  re- 
ciuired  to  spend  three  years  in  residence  at  the  school; 
but  it  may  be  possible  to  shorten  this  period  in  exceptional 
cases.

•  Traininft  School 

Certificate  and  Diploma 

The  State  Normal  Certificate  is  issued  to  those  who  are 
graduated.  It  entitles  the  holder  to  teach  in  the  public 
schooLs  of  the  State  for  two  years  without  further  examina- 
tion. The  State  Normal  Diploma  is  a  license  for  life  to 
teach  in  this  State,  and  is  issued  to  graduates  who  have 
taught  in  the  common  schools  of  the  State  for  two  full 
ainiual  school  terms  of  not  less  than  seven  months  each 
after  graduation,  and  who  present  certificates  of  successful 
teaching  from  each  of  the  school  boards,  countersigned  by 
the  county,  city  or  borough  suyjerintendent.  The  school 
will  furnish  graduates  blanks  for  these  certificates  when 
the}'  ask  for  them.  A  charge  of  fifty  cents  is  made  to 
cover  the  expense  of  issuing  the  diploma,  and  an  additional 
charge  of  one  dollar  is  made  if  the  name  of  the  graduate 
i^  engrossed  thereon.  Those  who  want  their  diplomas 
xMit  to  them  by  mail  must  send  twenty  cents  to  pay  for 
registration. 

Cap  and  Gown 

The  regulation  cap  and  gown,  sanctioned  by  the  Inter- 
collegiate Bureau  and  Registry  of  Academic  Costume,  are 
worn  by  Seniors  of  this  Institution,  upon  the  proper 
ijccasions. 

The  cost  of  the  cap  and  gown  ranges  from  $4.00  up.

Suggestions  to  Prospective  Students 
How  to  Enter  the  School 

Upon  arrival  at  Indiana,  come  at  once  to  the  Xornial, 
but  a  short  distance  southwest  of  the  Pennsylvania  depot, 
and  southeast  of  the  B.  R.  and  P.  depot. 

The  Registrar's  office  is  just  to  the  left  of  the  north 
entrance  of  the  main  building.  All  preliminary  arrange- 
ments will  be  made  here,  when  the  students  will  go  to 
Leonard  Hall  just  north  of  the  main  building,  to  be  classi- 
fied. No  student  is  classified  who  does  not  show  the  Princi- 
pal's receipt  for  payments  required  at  entrance,  .\fter 
classification,  consult  with  the  Preceptor  or  the  Preceptress 
relative  to  the  engagement  of  a  room. 

Come  Early 

Success  demands  that  j'ou  be  here  early.  Tardiness  in 
the  commencement  of  a  term,  or  irregularity  of  attendance 
after  the  commencement,  is  a  very  serious  hindrance  to 
success.  Be  here  and  ready  for  work  on  the  very  first  day 
and  the  very  first  hour  of  the  term. 

Time  for  Thorough  Work 

It  often  happens  that  an  ambitious  young  man  or 
woman  limited  in  means,  and  desirous  of  commencing  lifes 


active  labors  as  soon  as  possible,  determines  to  try  to  do 
two  years'  work  in  one,  or  that  of  three  in  two. 

Such  a  course  is  scarcely  ever  advisable.  One  essential 
element  in  the  teacher's  preparation  is  time.  Solid  attain- 
ment is  never  a  mushroom  growth.  Two  years"  work  de- 
mands two  years  in  which  to  do  it  well;  and  unless  work 


On  one  of  the  Girls"  Ten 
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is  well  doiio.  the  result  will  ])rove  a  source  of  regret  through 
many  years  of  mistakes,  whieh  might  liave  been  avoided 
liad  more  thorough  preparation  been  made.  If  you  need 
more  than  a  year  for  your  work,  and  have  only  the  means 
at  command  for  one  year's  expenses  at  school,  come  for 
the  year,  and  then,  by  remaining  out  of  school  for  a  time, 
make  it  possil)le  to  return  and  complete  your  course.  It  is  not 
an  absolute  necessity  that  you  graduate  at  a  certain  time;  it 
is  absolutely  essential  to  your  true  success  that  you  make 
thorough  preparation. 

Visits 

Success  demands  concentration  of  thought.  This  is 
prevented  by  frequent  visits  at  home  or  elsewhere,  and 
usually  time  thus  spent  greatly  hinders  the  progress  of  the 
student.     Make  few,  if  any,  visits  away  from  school. 

Your  Own  Books 

While  you  will  find  many  books  of  reference  here,  still 
it  is  advisable  for  you  to  bring  all  the  books  you  have,  that 
you  may  make  personal  and  daily  use  of  them.  The  habit 
of  such  use  is  of  incalculable  importance,  and  the  school 
life  should  ever  minister  to  the  formation  of  such  habits 
as  will  lead  to  success  in  the  after  walks  of  life.  IJriiig 
your  books  with  you;  place  them  where  you  can  conven- 
iently use  them,  and  by  their  use  form  a  habit,  the  value 
of  which  you  can  never  overestimate. 

Conform 

It  is  the  school's  interest  and  purpose  to  .serve  you,  but 
this  it  can  do  but  poorly  unless  you  conform  to  the  life 
of  the  Institution.  Make  uj)  your  mind  to  get  all  the  good 
out  of  the  school  you  can.  Come  with  the  purpose  of  being 
liapi)y  in  your  work,  of  getting  acquainted  and  entering 
heartily  and  cheerfully  into  the  complete  life  of  the  school, 
making  it  all  yours. 


The  School's  Reputation  Yours 

The  Indiana  Normal  proi)oses  to  maintain  a  high  stand- 
ard of  excellence,  both  as  to  scholarship  and  as  to  at- 
tainment of  skill  in  teaching. 

Our  inquiry  is,  and  will  remain,  not  how  many  we  can 
graduate,  but  how  many,  and  who,  are  thoroughly  pre- 
pared for  graduation. 

For  the  sake  of  those  who  shall  employ  our  teachers, 
and  for  the  sake  of  the  teachers  themselves,  we  desire  to 
make  our  diplomas  valuable  and  preserve  to  them  their 
value;  and  we  trust  that  you  will  appreciate  the  fact  that 
you  must  yourself  contribute  to  so  desirable  an  end.

Persons  who  have  been  graduated  may  be  examined  by 
any  State  Board  in  any  higher  branches,  and  the  Secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Examiners  shall  certify  on  the  back  of  their 
diplomas  to  the  passing  of  the  branches  completed  at  said 
examination.

The  cost  of  books  is  an  item  of  expense  that  cannot  be  determined 
because  a  student  can  take  a  longer  or  shorter  program  as  he  may  elect, 
and  because  he  may  own  part  of  the  books  that  he  will  need;  but  it  has 
been  found,  by  long  experience,  that  the  average  rental  for  books 
amounts  to  about  .$1.50  per  term. 

Students  remaining  at  the  School  during  the  Thanksgiving  recess, 
or  the  Christmas  or  Easter  Vacation,  will  be  charged  the  transient 
rate  for  board,  .$1.00  per  day.  For  lunch  only  taken  at  the  school  the 
charge  is  $1.50  a  week. 

There  are  rooms  on  the  6rst  and  second  floors  of  John  Sutton  Hall 
for  which  a  special  price  is  charged.  There  are  also  in  various  parts 
of  the  building,  a  few  suites  for  which  an  extra  charge  is  made.  In 
the  Annex  an  extra  charge  of  one  dollar  a  week  for  each  occupant  is 
made.  These  rooms  come  en  suite,  each  occupant  has  her  own  bed 
and  wardrobe,  and  the  bedrooms  are  supplied  with  lavatories  furnish- 
ing both  hot  and  cold  water.  In  the  North  .\nnex  an  extra  charge 
of  seventy-five  cents  a  week  for  each  occupant  is  made.  (lirls  occupy- 
ing  room's   for    \\  liicli    no   extra    charier   is    nia.le    will    |):iy    Hftren    fvrif- 


extra  per  week  if  single  beds  are  provided,  to  meet  the  extra  expense  of 
laundry  for  bed  linen. 

At  the  opening  of  the  year,  all  nece-ssary  electric  lamps  will  be 
furnished  free,  after  which  the  student  will  pay  for  extra  lamps. 

We  have  a  very  limited  number  of  small  rooms  that  are  let  for  single 
occupancy,  at  an  extra  charge  of  scventy-6ve  cents  a  week.  In  case  a 
student  is  permitted  to  occupy  a  double  room  alone,  she  must  pay  one 
dollar  a  week  for  the  privilege.  If  the  room  is  one  for  which  extra  rent 
is  charged,  the  occupant,  in  addition  to  the  above  mentioned  charge  of 
one  dollar,  must  pay  the  full  extra  that  two  girls  would  pay.  For 
instance,  if  a  student  were  occupying  alone  one  of  the  best  suites  in  the 
.\nnex.  she  would  pay  threi-  dollars  per  week  extra.  With  a  roommate. 
in  the  same  room,  she  woulil  pay  but  one  dollar  extra  per  week.

Deductions  and  Refunds 

(Read  careftdly) 

No  deduction  is  made  for  absence  tlie  first  two  or  the 
last  three  weeks  of  a  term,  for  any  cause  whatever. 

For  absence  four  consecutive  weeks  or  more  on  account 
of  the  student's  personal  illness,  one-half  the  paid-in  charges 
for  the  time  lost  is  refunded;  provided  the  student's  phy- 
sician in  attendance  certifies  that  the  illness  was  of  such  a 
character  as  to  render  the  student  unable  to  attend  school. 
A  proper  blank  for  this  certificate  will  be  furnished  by  the 
school. 

When  a  student  drops  out  of  a  strong  and  popular 
school,  he  vacates  a  place  that  might  have  been  occupied 
bv  another,  who  wnuKl  have  remained  through   tlie  term. 


The  school's  expenses  for  light,  heat,  etc.,  are  not  lessened 
by  the  student's  dro[)i)ing  out.  The  teachers  who  could 
teacli  him  still  remain  and  draw  their  salaries.  Food  for 
a  large  school  cannot  be  bought  daily  on  the  markets  of 
a  small  town;  conseiiuently,  the  authorities,  calculating  on 
a  full  school,  iimst  contrtict  for  food  in  advance  for  a  term, 
and  sometimes  for  a  year.  For  these  reasons  some  of  the 
best  conducted  schools  will  make  no  refunds  for  any  cause, 
but  insist  upon  a  full  year's  payment  in  advance,  against 
which  no  claims  will  lie  recognized.  Indiana,  however,  as 
indicated  above,  will  share  the  loss  with  the  parent  or 
guardian  where  the  absence  is  caused  by  the  student's 
sickness.  August  IJlst  is  the  close  of  the  School's  fiscal 
year,  wiien  tlie  State  Audit  is  made,  and  after  that  date 
nf)  refunds  for  any  reason  or  purpose  whatsoever  are  made. 

In  cases  of  light  illness,  a  student  will  be  cared  for  in 
our  Infirmary.  No  charge  will  be  made  for  nursing.  If 
the  attendance  of  a  physician  is  needed,  the  student  must 
meet  his  charge.  In  case  of  serious  illness,  it  will  be  neces- 
sary for  the  student  to  be  removed  either  to  her  home  or  to 
a  private  hospital,  in  which  case  the  student  must  meet  the 
charges. 

The  school  maintains  a  small  hospital  to  which  persons 
suffering  from  contagious  diseases  are  removed.  Students 
occupying  this  hospital  are  charged  five  dollars  a  week  for 
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general  care,  not  including  that  of  a  physician  or  trained 
nurse.  No  deduction  from  the  regular  charges  of  the  Insti- 
tution is  made  for  such  students  because  of  time  lost  from 
their  classes. 

The  Infirmary  of  this  Institution,  with  wards  for  both 
sexes,  private  rooms,  dis])ensary,  baths,  buffet,  etc.,  is  one 
of  the  best  and  most  com])lete  to  be  found.  It  is  at  all 
times  in  charge  of  a  professional  nurse,  of  wide  experience. 

A  Comparison  of  School  Expenses 

We  are  often  asked  by  prospective  students  and  j)arents 
contemplating  the  education  of  a  son  or  daughter,  if  the 
charges  at  Indiana  are  reasonable.  For  the  information  of 
such  we  offer  the  following  com])arisons: 

Indiana's  charge  for  a  full  year  of  40  weeks,  for  all  fees, 
tuition,  board,  room,  heat,  light  and  laundry,  in  the  Normal 
Department,  is  from  $•200  to  $'2(iO. 

The  best  of  the  smaller  colleges  of  our  State,  such  as 
Havcrford,  Lafayette  and  Swathmore,  charge  for  board, 
room  anil  tuition,  exclusive  of  laundry  and  sometimes  class 
fees,  from  $300  to  $.57.->. 

Phillips  Academy  in  I\Iassaclui.setts  gives  $465  as  "mod- 
erate" for  tuition,  board  and  room  for  one  year,  and  $595 
as  "liberal." 

As  an  example  of  the  cost  of  attending  one  of  the  great 
universities  of  high  grade,  we  mention  Princeton,  where  the 
average  cost  is  $508  a  year. 

Many  of  the  country's  best  private  schools  charge  from 
$600  to  $1,500  a  year,  and  the  year  in  such  schools  seldom 
exceeds  S6  weeks  in  length. 

The  State  Normal  is  not  designed  to  be  a  money-making 
institution;  hence,  its  charges  are  kept  down  to  the  actual 
cost  of  maintenance. 

Text  Books 

Stationery  and  text  books  used  in  the  Institution  can  be 
purcha.sed  at  the  Hook  Room  in  the  main  building  at  regular 
prices;  or  the  text  books  can  be  rented  at  reasonable  rates 
by  tho.se  who  do  not  wish  to  purchase. 

Any  student  entering  the  Institution,  who  has  been  a 
student  during  some  previous  term,  will  not  he  given  credit 
in  the  Book  Room  until  he  has  canceled  any  indebtedness 
that  he  may  have  left  standing  against  him  in  that  depart- 
ment.

The  above  course  is  based  on  the  "unit"  plan  as  pro- 
posed by  the  Carnegie  Foundation. 

A  "unit"  represents  a  year's  study  in  any  subject  in  a 
secondary  school  constituting  approximately  a  quarter  of  a 
full  year's  work. 

This  statement  is  designed  to  afford  a  standard  of 
measurement  for  the  work  done  in  a  secondary  school.  It 
takes  the  four-year  High  School  course  as  a  basis  and  as- 
sumes that  the  length  of  the  school  year  is  from  thirty-six 
to  forty  weeks,  that  a  period  is  from  forty  to  sixtj-  minutes 
in  length  and  that  the  study  is  pursued  for  four  or  five 
periods  a  week;  but,  under  ordinary  circumstances,  a 
satisfactory  year's  work  in  any  subject  can  not  be  accom- 
plished in  less  than  one  hundred  and  twenty  sixty-minute 
periods  or  their  equivalent.  Schools  organized  on  a  different 
basis  can  nevertheless  estimate  their  work  in  terms  of 
this  unit. 

Conditions  of  Admission 

1.  Properly  certified  graduates  of  approved  Penn- 
sylvania high  schools  of  the  first  grade  and  city  high  schools 
as  listed  by  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  shall  be 
admitted  to  the  third  year  of  the  Four  Years'  Course  of

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Four-Year  Course  as  Arranged  for  the  Indiana  Normal  School

Persons  who  have  been  graduated  may 
be  examined  at  any  State  examination  in  any  higher 
branches,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Examiners 
shall  certify  on  the  back  of  their  diplomas  as  to  the  passing 
of  the  branches  completed  at  said  examination. 

8.  A  certificate  setting  forth  the  proficiency  of  all 
applicants  in  all  the  studies  in  which  they  desire  to  be 
examined  by  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  shall  be  pre- 
pared and  signed  by  the  Faculty  and  presented  to  the  Board. 
Studies  that  have  been  completed  at  a  high  school  shall 
be  distinguished  by  the  words  "high  school"  or  the  initials 
"H.  S."  A  separate  list  of  each  class  shall  be  prepared 
for  the  use  of  each  examiner  together  with  a  separate  list 
of  students  conditioned  in  any  branch,  with  the  branches 
in  which  they  were  conditioned  and  the  grades  shall  be 
indicated  in  every  list  where  substitution  is  made  or  extra 
branches  are  taken.  These  lists  shall  be  ready  for  the 
State  Board  before  the  examination  begins. 

9.  No  State  examination  shall  be  given  to  any  student 
on  part  of  a  year's  work  unless  the  study  is  completed. 
but  (except  in  the  last  year's  examination)  a  student 
may  be  conditioned  by  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  in 
not  more  than  two  subjects,  covering  not  more  than  one 
period  of  work  for  a  year.  Accurate  records  of  these 
conditions  shall  be  promptly  sent  to  the  Superintendent 
of  Public  Instruction  and  the  fact  that  the  students  thus 
conditioned  have  taken  up  such  subjects  and  passed  them 
by  the  Faculty  shall  be  certified  to  in  writing  to  the  State 
Board  of  Examiners  before  such  students  are  admitted  to 
another  State  Examination. 

10.  Within  fifteen  days  after  the  examination  by 
the  State  Board  at  any  Normal  School,  the  Principal  of 
the  school  shall  send  to  the  Department  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion a  complete  list  of  all  who  have  taken  advanced  branches 
together  with  a  list  of  these  branches,  also  a  list  of  those 
to  whom  diplomas  and  certificates  were  granted,  and  a 
list  of  those  who  passed  the  State  examination  in  any  year, 
naming  the  year. 


11.  Graduates  of_State  Normal  Schools  in  the  regular 
course,  and  graduates  of  colleges  approved  by  the  ("oUege 
and  University  Council,  who  shall  satisfactorily  pass  the 
Faculty  and  State  examinations  in  the  course  required 
tlu-refur.  shall  receive  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Peda- 
gogics. And  Bachelors  of  Pedagogics  who  have,  after 
receiving  such  degrees,  taught  successfully  for  two  years, 
and  passed  the  Faculty  and  Stale  examinations  in  the 
course  required  therefor,  shall  receive  the  degree  of  Master 
of   Pedagogics. 

12.  Residence  for  the  last  two  years  shall  be  required 
of  all  students,  except  in  the  case  of  graduates  of  Four 
Years"  Courses  in  colleges  approved  by  the  College  and 
University  Council,  who  may  be  graduated  after  one  year's 
residence. 

Notice:  The  above  regulations  have  been  adopted 
by  the  Board  of  Principals  and  approved  by  the  State 
Superintendents  of  Public  Instruction.  They,  therefore, 
constitute  the  law  governing  these  matters  in  all  the 
State  Normal  Schools  of  Pennsylvania.

The  general  purpose  of  the  department  of  Education 
is  to  familiarize  the  students  with  the  underlying  principles 
of  the  education  process,  and  to  teach  them  the  direct 
application  of  these  principles  in  modern  methods  of 
instruction.  Specifically,  the  foundation  and  elementary 
principles  are  presented  in  the  Freshmen  year;  special 
problems  in  school  organization  are  studied  in  the  Sopho- 
more year;  and  these  are  applied  in  History,  Geography, 
English  and   Arithmetic  in  the  Junior  and  Senior  years. 
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Correlated  with  the  direct  pedagogy.  Psychology  and 
History  of  Education  arc  presented  in  the  Junior  and 
Senior  years. 

Pedagogy  —  The  solution  of  the  school  problems  that 
arise  in  daily  experience  demands  a  thorough  acquaintance 
with  what  has  been  found  most  effective  and  desirable. 
While  it  is  true  that  without  subject  matter  methods  are 
valueless,  the  supposition  is  that  a  man  or  woman  who 
is  admitted  to-day  into  the  schoolroom  is  fairly  well 
provided  with  the  knowledge  requisite  for  the  task.  Many 
teachers  fail,  however,  in  handling  their  equipments;  many 
and  many  a  pupil  wastes  a  large  part  of  his  time  in  school 
because  of  the  imperfect  way  in  which  the  subject  matter 
of  even  a  common  school  education  is  presented. 

The  purpose  of  this  subject  is  to  acquaint  the  student 
with  the  fundamental  principles  of  school  hygiene,  of  good 
order,  of  successful  recitation  work,  of  the  relation  of  the 
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school  to  the  community,  and  to  lay  a  foundation  for  further 
work  and  growth  along  educational  lines. 

Tlie  course  is  given  in  the  Fall  and  Winter  terms  of 
the  Fresiiman  year. 

School  Law  —  During  the  Spring  term  of  the  Fresh- 
man year  the  school  law  of  Pennsylvania  is  studied. 

School  Management  —  The  work  in  the  Sophomore 
year  is  a  continuation  of  the  pedagogy  of  the  Freshman 
year.  It  deals  with  methods  of  .school  management 
rather  than  with  specific  methods  of  teaching  a  subject 
which  are  taken  up  later.  The  aims  of  the  course  are, 
first  to  furnish  the  prospective  teacher  with  a  compendium 
of  precepts  that  will  aid  him  in  the  mastery  of  technique; 
secondly,  to  interpret  these  precepts  in  the  light  of  accepted 
psychological  principles;  and,  thirdly,  to  unite  both  pre- 
cepts and  principles  into  a  coherent  and  fairly  compre- 
hensive system.  The  course  continues  throughout  the 
year.  Bagley's  "Classroom  Management"  is  the  text  used. 
Reference  is  made  continually  to  other  standard  texts  and 
to  educational  magazines. 

Junior  Methods  in  History  and  Geography  — 
Junior  methods  is  given  in  the  fall,  winter  and  spring  terms. 
It  is  a  one-term  subject.  McMurray's  "Special  Methods  in 
Historj'  and  Geography  "  are  used  as  text  books.  The  State 
Course  of  study  for  the  elementary  schools  follows  the 
course  in  history  presented  in  the  Report  of  the  Committee 
of  Eight  to  the  American  Historical  Association:  hence 
that  Report  is  made  the  foundation  of  the  presentation 
of  plans  for  better  work.  Valuable  aids  are  found  in  John- 
son's Syllabus  on  the  Teaching  of  History  (published  in 
Strayer's  Brief  Course  in  the  teaching  process),  and  in 
Winterburn's  ^lethods  in  Teaching.      In  Geography,  fol- 
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lowing  the  State  Course  of  .study,  use  is  made  of  Dodge's 
Syllabus  on  the  Teaching  of  Geography  (publislied  in 
Strayer's  Brief  Course)  of  Redway's  New  Basis  of  Geo- 
graphy, and,  for  Nature-study,  of  the  Report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  industrial  education  in  schools  for  rural  com- 
munities to  the  National  Council  of  Education,   1905. 

Sexiok   Methods   i\  Arith.metic  —  Senior   Methods 
in  Arithmetic  is  taiiirlit   in  tiic  fail  and  winter  terms.     It 


is  a  one-term  subject.  The  general  aims  of  the  course  are 
to  teach  the  historical  methods  of  presenting  the  subject 
for  the  purpose  of  discovering  their  values  and  limitations, 
to  sift  out  of  the  great  mass  of  material,  the  fundamental 
principles  and  problems  that  are  of  pedagogical  importance, 
and  to  discuss  modern  plans  for  .securing  accuracy,  speed, 
and  alertness  in  the  class  room.  The  instruction  is  based 
on  Smith's  "Teaching  Elementary  Mathematics,"  and 
Brown  and  CoflFman's  "How  to  Teach  Arithmetic." 

Senior  Methods  in  L.\ngi,'.\ge  —  Senior  Methods  in 
language  is  taught  one  term.  It  includes  instruction  in 
the  Aldinc  .system  of  reading,  Suyallo's  spelling,  the  art 
of  story-telling,  methods  in  teaching  literature,  and 
methods  in  oral  and  written  composition.     No  text  is  u.sed. 

History  ok  Edu(  ation  —  While  we  use  as  a  basis  for 
(lass-work  "A  Student's  History  of  Education,"  by  Frank 
I'ierrepont  Graves  (Dean  of  the  School  of  Education  and 
Professor  of  Education  in  the  I'niversity  of  Pennsylvania, 
McMillan  Co.,  191.5);  we  encourage  outside  reading  along 
<iliicational  lines  and  animated  discussions  on  ideals  and 
tlicorics,  practices  and  problems  of  education.  The  general 
pur{)ose  of  the  History  of  Education  in  our  school  is  to 
create   an   atmos()here   in   the  classroom    that   awakens   a 
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desire  to  study  the  development  and  evolution  of  our 
present  school  system;  that  broadens  our  students'  horizon 
by  making  them  familiar  with  the  leading  educational 
theories  and  systems  of  all  times,  which  have  influenced 
our  present  ideals  and  practice.  Thus  we  hope  to  give 
the  future  teachers  an  intelligent  understanding  of  the 
purpose  of  life  and  education  to-day,  so  that  they  realize 
the  social  demands  made  upon  the  school  and  finally  we 
try  to  awaken  such  interests  and  ideals  in  them  as  will 
prompt  the  life-long  study  of  their  relationship  towards 
the  social  and  educational  needs  of  tiie  community  and 
the  readjustments  necessary  to  meet  them. 

Psychology  —  In  the  presentation  of  the  subject  of 
psychology  the  instructors  aim  to  follow  three  lines  of  in- 
terest. These  are  the  dependence  of  the  mind  upon  the 
nervous  system;  the  distinctions  between  mental  states, 
and  the  applications  of  the  principles  established  by  tlie 
science  to  one's  own  thinking  and  to  the  direction  of  the 
thoughts  of  pupils.  The  first  and  second  of  these  lines  of 
study  have  cultural  value.  They  also  have  professional 
value,  inasmuch  as  the  facts  considered  form  the  scientific 
basis  of  educational  doctrine.  Psychology  is  a  three- 
term  subject  and  is  presented  during  the  .Junior  year.

The  courses  in  grammar  presuppose  a  foundation  in 
language  work.  For  those  who  are  deficient  in  the  simpler 
grammatical  requirements  A  and  B  Grammar  are  given. 
The.se  deal  with  the  parts  of  speech  and  their  common  uses 
and  with  the  simpler  sentence  forms. 

In  Grammar  I  a  careful  study  is  made  of  the  uses  and 
inflections  of  the  parts  of  speech,  including  such  forms  as 
the  infinitive  and  the  participle.  Frequent  analysis  of 
sentences  is  also  given. 

Grammar  II  deals  with  .syntax.  Much  attention  is 
given  to  the  analysis  and  structure  of  sentences  and  to  the 
agreement  and  government  of  words. 

A  thorough  review  of  grammar  is  given  in  the  Senior 


in  End  of  Hall 

year.  The  study  is  considered  in  the  light  of  all  previous 
work,  in  both  English  and  the  other  languages. 

Composition  —  The  chief  aim  in  the  beginning  of  the 
course  is  to  overcome  the  restraint  that  the  student  feels 
in  translating  his  own  thoughts  and  feelings  into  words. 
Later  we  work  for  accuracy  and  efTectiveness  in  expression. 
These  are  secured  by  imitation  of  the  best  models,  and  by 
cultivating  the  student's  taste  and  his  appreciation  for  the 
best  literature.  Short  themes  in  description,  narration  and 
exposition  are  required.  A  special  study  of  the  paragraph 
and  of  the  sentence  is  made. 

Readings:    The  Vision  of  Sir  L.aunfal. 

English  I  —  In  this  course  a  thorough  study  is  made 
of  the  structure  of  the  sentence,  the  paragraph  and  the 
theme.  Many  short  themes  are  recjuired  for  the  purpose 
of  drill  in  freedom  of  expression.  Special  attention  is  given 
to  punctuation  and  grammatical  construction.  The  three 
principles  of  rhetoric  —  unity,  coherence  and  emphasis  — 
are  studied  with  reference  to  their  value  in  good  literature 
and  apj)lication  to  the  original  work  of  the  student.  A  brief 
course  in  the  writing  of  business  letters,  letters  of  friend- 
ship and  formal  notes  is  given. 

Readings:    Ancient  Mariner — Ivanhoe. 

English  II  —  Longer  monthly  themes  are  required 
to  give  practice  in  the  four  forms  of  discourse.  A  thorough 
drill  is  given  in  the  use  of  words  and  idioms.  Figures  of 
speech  and  prosody  are  carefully  studied.

Classics  —  In  this  course  masterpieces  are  stiidieii 
from  the  standpoint  of  style. 

Readings  for  1916:  As  You  Like  It;  Lady  of  the 
Lake;   Selected  Essaj's. 

Literature  —  An  attempt  is  made  through  lecture, 
outline  and  recitation  to  point  out  the  leading  character- 
istics of  each  period  in  English  and  American  literature, 
with  the  most  important  details  of  the  lives  of  representa- 
tive writers.  The  intimate  connection  of  literature  with 
the  social,  political  and  intellectual  life  of  the  nation  of 
which  it  is  the  product  and  expression  is  kept  in  mind.  The 
aim  of  our  brief  course  is  not  only  to  supply  the  student 
with  knowledge,  but  also  to  refine  his  thought  and  feeling, 
to  create  a  taste  and  enthusiasm  for  reading,  and  to  leave 
him  with  some  knowledge  of  principles  by  which  he  can 
determine  what  is  best. 

In  connection  with  the  lives  of  the  authors  there  is  a 
careful  reading  of  various  English  and  American  master- 
pieces. 

Students  preparing  for  college  cover  the  work  prescribed 
for  college  entrance,  comprising  the  thorough  study  of 
four  classics  and  the  reading  of  ten  others.

Expression  —  In  the  Freshman  year  the  work  deals 
primarily  with  drill  in  reading;  special  attention  is  given  to 
correction  of  defects  in  speech  and  voice.  In  the  latter 
part  of  the  term  work  is  begun  in  Public  Speaking. 

In  Senior  Public  Speaking,  selections  are  memorized 
and  delivered  before  the  class;  a  study  is  made  of  the 
first  four  steps  of  "The  Evolution  of  Expression;"  notes 
are  given  as  aids  to  the  teaching  of  Reading  and  weekly 
recitals  are  held  in  which  members  of  the  class  appear.

The  aim  of  the  review  course  in  tiie  Junior  Year  is  to 
prepare  the  student  to  teach  .\merican  History  in  the 
grade  schools. 

The  inter-relation  of  Geography  and  History  is  care- 
fully noted  and  the  industrial,  educational  and  social 
growth  is  studied  along  with  the  ])olitical  and  constitutional 
growth.  The  work  is  su|)plenieuted  \^y  as  much  research 
in  the  library  as  is  possible  in  the  time  allotted  to  the 
subject.  Some  attention  is  given  to  current  history,  tiiis 
part  of  the  work  being  done  by  means  of  special  topics.

Text  Hook:  Manual  of  English  History  —  Lancaster. 
The  chief  interest  in  the  stuily  of  the  History  of  Eng- 
land is  found  in  its  constitutional  aspect.  The  English 
constitution  is  a  product  of  the  slow  growth  of  the  English 
peui)le  through  several  centuries.  It  has  furnished  a 
model  for  the  constitutions  of  many  other  nations.  In 
order  to  be  in  complete  harmony  with  the  environment, 
it  is  necessary  for  the  American  of  today  to  understand 
the  origin  and  growth  of  our  social  and  political  institu- 
tions and  tendencies.  In  teaching  English  History,  special 
emphasis  is  put  on  the  fact  that  our  .\nierican  civiliza- 
tion comes  largely  from  English  beginnings.

Arithmetic  —  The  work  in  Arithmetic  is  designed  to 
prepare  the  student  for  subsequent  work  in  mathematics 
or  for  teaching  in  the  public  schools.  It  also  gives  him  a 
practical  knowledge  of  the  subject  and  prepares  him  for 
business  life.  The  subject  is  made  clear  through  the  use 
of  concrete  and  practical  problems.

This  thoroughness  of  the  course  is  de- 
sirable both  for  the  students  who  expect  to  teach  in  the 
public  schools  and  for  those  desiring  to  do  advanced  work. 
The  work  is  planned  to  assist  the  student  in  this  further 


study  of  mathematics  and  the  study  of  the  physical  .sciences. 
The  culture  value  of  Algebra  is  recognized  and  the  stu- 
dciil   is  led  to  realize  the  beauties  of  tlie  subject.

Geo.metry  —  The  required  work  in  Geometrj'  covers 
the  ground  outlined  in  Wentworth's  Plane  Geometry. 
Solid  Geometry,  which  is  elective  in  the  junior  j'ear,  is 
liascd  oil  Wentworth's  Solid  Geometry. 

The  body  of  Geometrical  truth  is  an  organized  struc- 
ture, the  careful  study  of  which  has  ever  been  a  stimulus 
and  a  discipline  to  those  who  have  pursued  it.  The  pro- 
spective teacher  receives  a  training  which  is  essential  in 
his  work  as  a  teacher  and  in  the  pursuit  of  scientific 
studies.  Among  the  mental  and  moral  qualities  which 
it  is  the  aim  of  this  course  to  develop  are  the  following: 
Initiative,  self-reliance,  and  the  ability  to  cope  with  a  new 
situation.  The  study  of  Geometry  develops  the  habit  of 
accurate  reasoning,  the  habit  of  looking  confidently  for 
the  solution  of  every  problem,  including  those  of  everyday 
life,  of  discriminating  between  the  essential  features  of  a 
problem  and  those  which  are  not  essential. 

After  a  thorough  study  of  the  demonstrations  of  the 
author,  the  student  takes  up  the  demonstrations  of  the 
original  exercises.  With  these  he  is  able  to  deal,  after  a 
few  suggestions;  this  gives  him  self-reliance  and  power  and 
he  proceeds  confidently  and  accurately.     Such  a  course  as 
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this  gives  the  student  a  mind  trained  to  meet  the  problems 

which  confront  the  teacher.

Thigo.no.metry  .\nd  Surveying  —  One  term  is  de- 
voted to  Trigonometry  and  one  to  Surveying.  The  Trig- 
onometry is  Plane  Trigonometry.  The  work  includes  the 
study  and  use  of  logarithms,  sufficient  study  of  the  triangle 
to  i)repare  for  Surveying,  the  development  of  the  formulas, 
and  practical  applications. 

The  term  devoted  to  Surveying  involves  the  study  of 
the  theory  of  Surveying,  hut  the  greater  part  of  the  work 
is  actual  i)ractice  in  the  field  with  surveyor's  instruments. 
The  students,  after  some  elementary  work  run  boundary 
lines,  keep  notes  of  all  work,  and  then  reduce  their  observa- 
tions.

The  general  purpose  of  the  courses  in  Physics  and 
< 'heniistry  is  to  familiarize  the  pupils  with  the  most  im- 
portant machines,  pieces  of  apparatus,  and  processes 
needed  in  the  modern  state.  The  first  step  in  securing 
this  result  is  bringing  the  pupils  into  touch  with  machines, 
numy  of  them  familiar  to  the  farm  boy  of  the  last  genera- 
lion  but  unknown  quantities  to  our  jiupils.  The  pupils 
:ire  required  to  describe  these  machines  and  pieces  of 
ajjparatus  in  their  own  language,  their  vocabulary  being 
enlarged  as  the  occasion  requires.  The  final  step  consists 
ill  bringing  the  pupils  to  .see  how  the  laws  of  physical 
science  are  illustrated   ijy  these  machines  and  processes. 

A  reasonable  degree  of  dexterity  in  the  elementary 
processes  of  Physics  and  Chemistry  is  required. 

Chemistry  —  The  required  work  in  Chemistry  covers 
a  period  of  two  and  one-half  terms.  The  student  begins 
the  study  in  the  Junior  Year  after  completing  such  study 
of  Physiology  and  Elementary  Mathematics  as  may  have 
.served  to  introduce  him  to  the  principles  of  .scientific 
thinking,  preparing  his  mind  for  the  reception  of  the  more 
complex  ideas  involved.  Recitation  work  is  supplemented 
by  lectures  by  the  instructor  on  the  more  abstract  parts  of 
the  subject  discussed  in  the  text.  These  lectures,  or  talks, 
enable  the  instructor  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  student's 
progress  and  to  lead  him  into  the  subject  as  the  best  text 
is  not  able  to  do.  Regular  hours  are  assigned  for  labora- 
tory work  and  the  student's  note-book  is  written  up  and 
examined.  The  laboratory  is  newly  furnished  and  sup- 
plied with  modern  conveniences.  Each  student  is  sup- 
plied with  a  desk  and  the  necessary  apparatus  to  pursue 
his  studies.  We  require  about  twice  as  much  laboratory 
work  as  is  called  for  by  the  course  of  study  adopted  by 
the   Principals   of  the   Normal   Schools. 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  student  some 
concept  of  the  large  part  which  Chemistry  is  playing  in 
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our  industrial  and  social  life,  to  impress  on  the  student 
the  value  of  the  subject  in  bringing  us  in  touch  with  the 
world's  work  in  many  fields,  and  to  enable  him  to  see  the 
esthetic  side  of  scientific  truths.  The  fundamental  char- 
acter of  Chemistry  in  Nature  Study  is  made  clear,  and 
experiments  are  selected  to  aid  him  in  teaching  that  sub- 
ject. That  Chemistry  is  a  rapidlj"  developing  subject  is 
kept  in  view,  and  references  are  made  to  its  progress. 

Supplementing  the  work  in  General  Chemistry,  is 
offered  an  elective  course  in  Qualitative  Analysis  of  un- 
known solutions  of  metallic  salts,  this  work  being  continued 
until  the  student  has  mastered  the  methods  employed  for 
the  detection  of  the  Metallic  Groups.  The  course  is  com- 
pleted by  analysis  of  dry  salts,  the  methods  of  detecting 
non-metallic  elements  being  best  made  clear  by  this  means. 

The  work  in  Chemistry  is  concluded  by  a  course  in 
Quantitative  Analysis,  during  which  analyses  of  less  com- 
plex rocks,  alloys  and  ores  follow  quantitative  determina- 
tions of  simple  salts  by  Gravimetric  methods.    This  course 


should  be  preceded  by  instruction  in  the  Elements  of 
Physics. 

A  student  who  has  completed  the  work  offered  should 
be  able  to  step  into  the  field  of  Practical  Chemistry,  and 
some  of  our  graduates  now  hold  valuable  positions  in  this 
line. 

The  courses  in  this  department  comply  with  the  en- 
trance requirements  of  Wellesley,  Smith,  Princeton  and 
other  colleges.  Many  of  our  graduates  are  teaching 
Science  subjects  in  High  Schools,  while  others  hold  good 
positions  with  industrial  corporations. 

Physics  —  The  course  in  Physics  extends  through  the 
Senior  Year.  The  aim  is  to  cultivate  a  keen  understand- 
ing and  appreciation  of  common  natural  phenomena,  and 
a  deep  sympathy  for  what  is  scientific  in  a  scientific  age. 

The  method  used  is  to  combine  recitations  with  as 
much  individual  laboratory  work  as  possible.  Class  demon- 
strations and  practical  problems  in  the  different  topics 
supplement  and  fix  the  theory.  At  least  twenty-five 
exi)criments    illustrative    of    fundamental     j)rinciples    are 
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required.  The  experiments  are  performed  individually  by 
the  student  and  carefully  recorded  in  special  note-books. 
The  lar<;e  and  well-lighted  laboratory  has  been  planned 
and  built  along  modern  lines,  and  is  ecpiipped  with  new 
laboratory  furniture  and  apparatus.  The  tables  are  pro- 
vided with  uprights  and  adjustable  bars;  and  the  ap- 
paratus comprises  many  costly  pieces,  while  other  pieces, 
though  verifying  fundamental  laws,  are  yet  so  simple  as 
to  be  easily  duplicated  by  our  graduates  in  schools  lack- 
ing facilities,  and  in  their  leaciiing  of  Elementary  Science 
and  Nature  Studw 


Department  of  Natural  Science 
Mr.  T.\lbot  Mr.  MacCoxxell  Miss  Eyre 
It  is  the  object  of  this  department  to  secure  to  the 
pupil  the  distinctive  advantages  which  result  from  correct 
science  study.  The.se  we  believe  to  be  the  power  to  observe 
quickly,  clearly,  and  comprehensively,  and  the  ability  to 
deduce  legitimate  conclusions  from  the  observations  thus 
made.  With  these  ends  in  view,  it  is  the  aim  rarely  to 
tell  the  pupil  what  lie  can  find  out  for  himself  by  ob.serva- 
tion  or  experiment. 

The  whole  dei)artnicnt  is  now  in  quarters  designed 
especially  for  this  kind  of  work.  The  laboratories  are 
completely  equipped  with  up-to-date  laboratory  furniture. 
.Much  new  apjiaratus  has  been  adde<l  to  all  the  laboratories, 
greatly  increasing  the  value  of  the  work  done  in  this  de- 
I)artinent.

The  aim  in  Geography  A  is  to  give  the  student  a  general 
review  of  the  facts  of  Mathematical,  Physical  and  Political 
(icography  sufficient  to  prepare  him  for  the  work  of  the 
Freshman  Year. 
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Physical  (jEogkaphy  —  The  student  takes  up  the 
study  of  Physical  Geographj'  in  tlie  Freshman  Year.  In 
pursuing  the  study,  the  fact  is  kept  in  mind  that  the 
majority  of  the  sudents  have  as  yet  little  if  any  knowledge 
of  Physics,  Chemistry,  etc.,  and,  therefore  no  attempt  is 
made  to  burden  their  minds  with  those  features  of  the 
study  which  they  cannot  grasp  and  understand.  Yet, 
though  the  cause  of  certain  important  facts  may  be  compli- 
cated as  in  the  case  with  the  atmospheric  circulation;  or, 
unknown,  as  in  the  configuration  of  the  continents  and  in 
the  uplift  and  depression  of  the  lands;  and  the  consequences 
of  other  facts  may  be  indirect  or  remote;  nevertheless, 
these  facts  are  so  inherently  physiographic,  that  they  are 
treated  as  fully  as  the  circumstances  will  permit,  leaving 
the  more  complex  features  for  the  student's  later  compre- 
hension. In  all  this  work,  attention  is  frequently  directcil 
to  the  association  of  human  conditions  with  the  environ- 
ment by  which  they  have  been  determined,  in  order  to  form 
in  the  student  the  habit  of  looking  upon  the  physical 
features  of  the  earth  in  their  relation  to  the  progress  and 
development  of  mankind. 

During  this  term,  sufficient  time  is  put  on  Mathemat- 
ical Geography  to  give  the  pupil  a  clear  grasp  of  the  elemen- 
tary phenomena  connected  therewith. 

The  study  of  the  text  is  illumined  by  such  field  work 
as  is  possible,  by  the  use  of  pictures,  diagrams,  maps, 
globes,  and  the  apparatus  at  hand. 


Political  Geo(;haphy  —  The  aim  of  this  course  is  to 
ground  the  pupil  thoroughly  in  the  facts  of  Economic  and 
Political  Geography;  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  geo- 
graphical environment  and  the  power  man  has  over  his 
environment.  Map-drawing  is  a  constant  feature  of  the 
work.  The  work  is  enriched,  as  much  as  possible,  by 
pictures,  specimens  of  various  products  of  different 
countries,  etc.  Careful  attention  is  paid  to  what  might 
be  called  up-to-date  geography,  it  being  deemed  worth 
while  that  the  pupil  should  form  the  habit  of  keeping 
abreast  of  present  geographical  progress.     The  fart  is  kept 
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constantly  in  mind  tliat  (ioograjjliy  and  History  slioiild 
closely  correlate,  and  therefore,  in  the  study  of  the  former, 
the  pupil's  attention  is  called  to  many  facts  and  features 
which  will  serve  to  throw  light  ui)on  the  study  of  the  latter. 
Geology 

Junior  Year. 

Texi:     A  Text-Book  of  Geology  —  Brigham. 

In  Political  Geography  we  have  studied  the  earth  with 
regard  to  man's  activities  upon  it  —  cities,  farms,  factories; 
in  Physical  Geography  we  have  considered  the  earth  as 
the  home  of  man,  and  learned  of  its  surface  preparation 
for  man's  u.se;  in  Geology  we  go  deeper,  and  study  the 
origin  of  the  world,  its  varying  forms  and  its  gradual 
evolution  from  primeval  fire-mist  to  a  stable  foundation 
for  man's  multitudinous  labors  and  investigations. 

Science  and  Revelation  unite  in  declaring  the  world  to 
have  been  at  first  "without  form,  and  void";  then  that 
there  gradually  appeared  the  waters;  then  above  these, 
lands  arose  to  view;  later  came  elementary  life  forms  of 
plant  and  of  animal  life;  finally,  when  all  was  ready,  man, 
the  master,  entered  upon  his  inheritance. 

We  first  consider  Geology  physiographically,  and  re- 
view our  Physical  Geography  study;  then  comes  Litho- 
logical  Geology,  the  examination  of  rocks  and  minerals 
and  soils,  their  condition,  structure  and  arrangement;   next 


atmosphere,  heat,  water,  life,  etc.;  finally.  Historical 
Geology,  when  earth's  pages  have  been  scanned  to  learn 
of  the  successive  time-stages  when  rock  layers  were  laid, 
and  plants,  animals  and  man  appeared. 

BoT.\NY  —  In  the  study  of  Botany  an  amount  of  text- 
book work  sufficient  to  give  the  necessary  technical  terms 
and  fundamental  principles  is  required.  But  the  greater 
j)art  of  the  work  consists  in  a  close  study  of  the  types  of 
the  most  important  orders.  Special  attention  is  paid  to 
structure  and  function  as  affected  by  environment,  and  to 
the  inter-relations  of  the  animal  and  plant  worlds. 

Large  tables  have  been  placed  in  the  classroom  where 
the  pupils  may  perform  their  dissection  and  analysis  under 
the  guidance  of  the  instructor. 

The  student  is  required  to  collect,  analyze,  classify 
and  mount  a  numl)er  of  specimens  of  local  flora. 

\ote-books  are  used  in  which  the  student  keeps  a 
faithful  record  of  his  ob.servations  and  deductions. 

Zoology  —  This  biological  subject  is  studied  in  much 
the  same  manner  as  Botany  —  recitation  from  text  book; 
individual  laboratory  work,  taking  up  the  larger  type 
forms;    and  field  work. 

Each  student  makes  his  own  dissections,  keeps  a  faith- 
ful record  of  actual  observations  in  note-books,  and  mounts 
si)eciniens  collected  from  excursions  in  the  vicinity.     He 


Dynamical  Geology,  treating  of  the  causes  of  Geological      is  taught  to  infer  habit  from  structure,  and  to  see  life  rela- 
events,    of    the    forces    which    produce    earth    changes  —      tionships,  and  the  economic  value  of  our  fauna. 
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A  well-lighted  laboratory,  special  tables,  large  tank  for 
living  material,  aquariums  for  observing  the  early  develop- 
ment of  certain  familiar  animals,  a  cabinet  of  mounted 
specimens  —  all  contribute  to  an  interest  and  efficiency 
in  the  subject. 

Human  Physiology  —  The  study  of  Physiology  is  one 
term's  work  in  the  Preparatory  Year  and  one  in  the 
Junior  Year.  This  being  the  first  science  work  which  our 
students  take  up,  it  serves  as  an  introduction  to  scientific 
methods  of  thinking  and  feeling.  Our  students  have  seen 
few  scientific  experiments  performed  and  have  performed 
still  fewer  themselves.  The  method  of  teaching  to  which 
they  have  accustomed  is  the  didactic.  These  facts  largely 
govern  the  mode  of  presentation.  So  far  as  the  size  of 
the  class  and  the  time  available  permits,  the  students  per- 
form the  experiments  themselves  and  draw  their  own  con- 
clusions. Here  they  are  led  to  depend  on  their  own  eyes 
and  fingers. 

Rather  more  attention  is  devoted  to  the  Chemistry 
of  Physiology  and  to  the  subject  of  Hygiene  than  to 
Anatomy.  In  the  lectures  and  talks  by  the  instructor  to 
the  students,  the  attention  of  the  latter  is  drawn  to  the 
experiences  of  the  race  in  the  matter  of  food,  drink,  and 
raiment;  and  they  are  led  to  attach  importance  to  the 
lessons  which  the  race  has  learned  in  these  matters.  In  all 
the  work  the  cheerful  sides  of  Physiology  and  Hygiene  are 
emphasized  and  the  morbid  sides  kept  in  the  background. 


Department  of  Latin  and  Greek 
Miss  Bodine         Miss  Crafts  Mb.  Jack 

The  number  of  students  preparing  for  college  haa 
steadily  increased  during  the  last  few  years.  Vassar, 
Wellesley,  Mt.  Hoiyoke,  Lafayette,  Washington  and  Jef- 
ferson, Westminster,  State,  Michigan,  Cornell  and  other 
colleges,  receive  students  upon  our  certificate. 

L.\TIN  —  The  Roman  pronunciation  is  used. 

In  the  Freshman  Year,  three  terms  are  spent  on  Smith's 
Latin  Lessons.  There  is  constant  drill  in  the  Latin  forms 
and  inflections,  and  in  the  general  principles  of  Latin 
syntax.  It  is  desired  that  the  student  have  a  good  knowl- 
edge of  English  before  taking  up  this  branch,  since  the 
idioms  of  the  two  languages  are  constantly  compared. 

In  the  Sophomore  Year,  three  terms  are  devoted  to 
Books  I-IV.  of  Caesar.  Here,  in  addition  to  the  literal 
and  free  translation  of  the  text,  there  is  constant  drill  in 
the  derivation  of  words,  and  in  the  use  and  force  of  the 
cases,  the  modes,  the  tenses,  the  principles  of  indirect 
discourse,  the  periphrastic  conjugation,  etc.  Some  time 
is  spent  in  a  careful  study  of  Caesar's  life  and  of  the  Roman 
life  of  his  time. 

In  the  Junior  Year,  the  same  method  of  study  is  con- 
tinued, making  six  orations  of  Cicero  the  basis;  four 
against  Catiline,  Archias,  and  Manilian  Law.  The  life 
of  Cicero  is  also  studied,  together  with  the  occasion  of  the 
deliverv  of  each  oration,  and  the  historical  facts  connected 
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with  each.    One  lesson  a  week  is  devoted  to  Latin  compo- 
sition. 

In  the  Senior  Year,  Books  I-VL  of  Virgil's  Aeneid 
are  read.  Besides  the  drill  on  the  usual  grammatical 
constructions,  special  attention  is  paid  to  the  constructions 
peculiar  to  Latin  poetry,  to  figures  of  speech,  and  prosody 
(metres  and  versification).  The  attention  of  the  student 
is  called  to  the  fundamental  difference  in  the  character  of 
English  and  Latin  poetry.  The  mythological  characters, 
the  life  of  Virgil,  and  Latin  composition  are  also  studied.

Greek  —  It  is  the  aim  not  only  to  implant  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  forms  and  principles  of  syntax,  but  also 
by  means  of  reading  at  sight  and  other  exerci.ses,  to  enable 
the  student  to  use  the  language  in  a  practical  way.  In 
this  way  the  student  comes  to  look  upon  Greek,  not  as 
a  "dead"  language,  made  up  of  a  mass  of  forms  and  rules, 
but  as  a  legacy  of  a  cultured  people. 

The  reading  of  the  Greek  authors  includes  Xenophon's 
Anabasis  and  Homer's  Iliad.  If  desired,  other  authors 
may  be  studied.  In  connection  with  the.se,  the  history 
and  customs  of  the  Greek  people  are  studied.  Pearson's 
Greek  Prose  Composition  is  also  used. 

Preparatory  students  are  given  the  amount  of  Latin 
and  Greek  required  by  the  institution  to  which  entrance 
is  sought. 
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English  is  the  most  widely  spoken  language  of  the 
world,  German  follows  a  close  second,  and  French  stands 
fourth  in  this  comparison.  German  literature  contains 
some  of  the  most  scholarly  works  of  the  present  and  past. 
It  is  noted  for  its  philo.sophic  thought  and  scientific  works. 
The  merits  of  the  French  language  lie  in  the  beauty, 
elegance  and  precision  of  expression.  He  who  masters 
this  tongue  has  access  to  some  of  the  choicest  literature. 

What  is  gained  by  the  study  of  a  foreign  language? 
Would  a  student  not  profit  more  by  devoting  additional 
time  to  the  study  of  his  vernacular  instead  of  spending  it 
on  a  language  which  he  will  perhaps  never  have  occasion 
to  use?  The  translation  of  any  language  requires  a  student 
to  use  his  native  tongue  and  thereby  he  becomes  skilful 
in  the  use  of  it.  The  characteristics  of  a  people's  thought 
and  nature  are  expressed  by  their  language.  A  man 
becomes  a  German  in  so  far  as  he  masters  the  German 
language.  The  study  of  foreign  languages  enriches  the 
spiritual  nature  of  man. 

The  object  of  this  department  is  to  give  the  student 
an  introduction  to  German  and  French.  Special  attention 
is  given  to  the  salient  points  in  grammar  and  the  practical 
use  of  the  spoken  and  written  language.  From  the  start 
the  students  are  encouraged  to  converse  in  the  foreign 
language  they  are  studying  and  to  write  original  prose 
compositions,  in  order  to  make  their  course  in  modern 
languages  as  practical  as  possible.  On  the  average  one 
lesson  a  week  is  conducted  as  a  club-lesson.  During  this 
time  the  students  play  games,  discuss  current  events  or 
are  shown  reproductions  of  famous  pictures  in  European 
galleries.  For  this  purpose  the  students  subscribe  for  the 
German  magazine  "Aus  Nah  und  Fern"  and  for  the 
French  magazine  "Choses  et  autres."  The  students  are 
also  encouraged  to  read  some  article  in  such  foreign 
weekly   pul)lications   as   "die   W'oche"   or  "I'lllustration" 
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at  least  once  a  inoiitli  and  lo  l)c  familiar  willi  such  essays 
in  the  National  (icograpiiic  Magazine  as  deal  with  Franee 
or  Germany. 

In  the  first  year  |)artieular  emphasis  is  laid  on  pronun- 
ciation, conjugation  of  verbs  and  on  the  essential  j)rinci|)les 
of  syntax.  The  second  year's  work  consists  of  composition, 
advanced  grammar  and  extensive  reading.  Poems  of  the 
best  writers  are  committed  and  some  time  is  devoted  to 
exercises  in  dictation.  The  drill  in  conversation  is  based 
on  the  text  used  in  class.  These  remarks  apply  to  both 
languages. 

The  first  year  of  German  or  French  may  be  used  as  a 
substitute  in  the  Junior  Year;  the  second  year's  work 
may  be  substituted  in  the  Senior  Year.

Manual  Training  is  not,  as  some  suppose,  a  study  of 
the  elements  of  certain  trades;  but  a  good  course  in  Manual 
Training  is  invaluable  as  a  preparation  for  any  trade  or 
profession.  The  object  of  the  student  in  Manual  Training 
is  not  so  much  to  learn  how  to  perform  certain  operations 
as  it  is  to  think  and  modify  knowledge  from  any  source 
and  adapt  and  apply  it  to  the  work  in  hand  in  a  practical 
and  efficient  manner.  It  is  only  tho.sc  who  can  apply  this 
knowledge  thus  that  have  received  a  satisfactory  educa- 
tional training,  and  the  demand  for  this  class  of  i)eo])le 
as  teachers  and  in  all  otlicr  lines  of  activity  is  greater 
than  the  supi)ly. 

The  course  in  Manual  Training  retjuires  the  construc- 
tion of  such  objects  as  will  give  the  student  a  broad  knowl- 
edge of  the  i)rincii)les  involved  in  wood  construction  and 
finishing.  Each  student  is  furnished  with  a  blue-print  of 
the  object  to  be  constructed,  thus  correlating  by  applica- 
tion his  Mechanical  Drawing  and  Manual  Training.  After 
having  satisfactorily  completed  the  prescribed  course  of 
study,  students  are  allowed  to  construct  one  large  article 
of  furniture,  such  as  a  table,  a  taboret,  a  magazine  rack, 


a  music  cabinet,  etc.,  particular  attention  being  given 
to  the  matter  of  original  design  and  workmanship  in  con- 
struction and  finishing.  The  educational  value  of  Manual 
Training  is  kept  constantly  in  mind  as  the  chief  end  and 
aim  of  the  subject. 

The  course  in  Basketry  is  designed  to  prepare  the 
student  for  teaching  in  the  public  schools.  It  consists 
of  both  raphia  and  reed  work.  The  students  are  required 
to  finish  baskets  in  the  Navajo,  Lazy  Squaw,  Maraposa 
and  Samoan  weave.  In  the  reed  work,  a  napkin  ring, 
mat  and  two  baskets  are  reciuired.  Special  attention  is 
given  to  design.

and  Science

"The  secret  of  thrift  is  knowledge.  Knowledge  of 
domestic  economy  saves  income.  Knowledge  of  sanitary 
laws  saves   health  and   life." 

The  home  training  of  the  daughter  is  one  of  the  present 
day  problems.  During  the  public  school  jieriod  her  mind  is 
so  occupied  with  school  and  school  interests  that  there  is 
little  time  or  energy  left  for  the  practice  of  home  duties. 
Without  doubt  our  girls  should  learn  to  keep  house;  but 
how.*  When?  All  the  education  that  is  given  them  is 
inevitably  for  one  purpose,  home-making,  and  yet  many 
of  them  never  get  an  opportunity  to  study  this  all-im- 
portant subject.  In  consequence  they  do  not  realize  its 
importance  and  grow  to  dislike  it.  This  very  lack  of 
ability  to  grasp  the  home-making  problem  is  a  cause  for 
a  large  proportion  of  the  unhappiness  and  discontent  of 
their  future  lives. 

The  course  offered  in  Household  Science  and  Arts 
at  the  Indiana  Normal  School  tends  to  cultivate  an  en- 
thusiasm for  home-making  and  to  elevate  it  to  its  rightful 
place  as  the  highest  and  nolilest  of  the  Arts. 
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A  Tea  Party  in  a  Girls'  Room 

The  regular  course  is  divided  into  three  parts  —  Cook- 
ery, Sewing  and  the  House  Course. 

Cooking  —  The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  stu- 
dent the  principles  of  the  selection  and  preparation  of 
food,  a  study  of  protein,  carbohydrates,  and  fats,  with  the 
effect  of  heat  on  them  and  ways  of  cooking  them;  a  study 
of  meats  and  vegetables,  with  a  comparison  of  animal 
and  vegetable  foods  and  ways  of  preparing  and  combining 
them;  the  cost  of  food  in  relation  to  its  composition;  dif- 
ferent functions  of  food  in  the  body;  laboratory  work  in- 
volving all  the  common  processes  of  cookery,  with  the 
preparation  and  serving  of  simple  meals. 

"Sewing  is  a  subject  which  embodies  many  phases 
of  a  science  and  art  especially  relating  to  a  woman's 
sphere." 

Sewing  —  The  aim  of  this  course  in  sewing  is  to  give 
practical  understanding  of  the  uses  of  the  various  stitches 
and  seams  through  the  making  of  simple  articles  by  hand. 
Machine  work  is  begun  on  simple  articles  which  w'ill  give 
practice  in  straight  stitching.  The  course  is  given  with 
teaching  methods  preparing  the  student  to  teach  a  ,siini)le 
course  in  sewing  in  public  school  work. 

The  House  —  A  brief  study  of  early  human  habita- 
tions and  a  comparison  of  the  homes  of  those  people  with 
the  homes  of  to-day. 

The  development  of  the  American  home;  reasons  tor 
the  changes  which  have  taken  place  and  are  taking  place; 
the  effect  of  changes  on  home  life. 

Some  problems  involved  in  the  building  of  a  niodot

Four  terms  of  this  work  are  required.  During  the 
winter  term,  all  of  the  young  women  living  in  the  dormitory 
are  required  to  take  Physical  Training. 

The  aim  of  this  department  is  three-fold:  educational, 
hygienic,  recreative.  The  course  is  outlined  to  prepare 
students  to  teach  this  subject  in  public  schools. 

The  work  consists  of  indoor  and  outdoor  exercises.  In- 
door work  includes  running,  military  tactics,  drills  with 
hand  apparatus,  esthetic  and  folk  dancing,  gymnastic 
games  and  basketball.  Hockey,  basketball,  tennis  and 
field  athletics  are  enjoyed  on  the  campus. 

The  basketball  team  is  a  feature  of  this  department. 
They  i)lay  a  number  of  games  with  other  schools  during 
the  season.  The  girls  composing  this  team,  for  the  past 
year,  were  the  undisputed  champions  in  Western  Pennsyl- 
vania.

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  train  teachers  to  teach  and 
to  supervise  the  teaching  of  drawing  and  the  applied  arts 
in  the  grades  and  in  High  School;  to  cultivate  the  faculties; 
and  to  cultivate  an  appreciation  and  a  desire  for  the 
beautiful. 
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Conditions  of  Admission  ■ —  Graduates  of  a  state  normal 
school  are  admitted  without  condition  and  may  be  able  to 
complete  the  course  in  one  year.  Graduates  of  a  four-year 
High  School  course  are  admitted  to  the  Junior  Year  and 
graduates  of  a  three-year  High  School  course  are  admitted 
to  the  second  year  of  the  regular  Normal  School  Course. 
Students  having  completed  this  .second  year  may  be  ad- 
mitted to  this  course.  Teachers  of  experience  may  be 
admitted  and  be  conditioned  in  the  branches  that  have 
not  been  satisfactorily  completed  by  such  students.  Credit 
may  be  had  for  any  subjects  in  which  the  student  passes 
a  satisfactory  examination.

The  Normal  Conservatory 
Introductory 

Tho  Normal  Conservatory  is  desifjned  to  offer  to  its 
students  the  best  po.ssible  instruction  in  music  and  allied 
sul)jerts,  and  for  this  purpose  has  assembled  a  faculty 
and  equipment  of  the  highest  order.  The  members  of 
the  faculty  have  had  thorough  training  under  the  leading 
l)cdagogues  of  Europe  and  .\merica,  and  are  especially 
(lualified  as  teachers. 

The  Conservatory  employs  in  its  work  thirty  upright 
pianos,  three  grand  pianos,  and  a  large  organ.  These 
instruments  are  in  constant  use  for  teaching  and  practice. 
A  large  concert  grand  made  by  Steinway  and  Sons  is  pro- 
vided for  recitals. 

Plan  of  Instruction 

Instruction  in  voice  or  any  instrument  will  be  given 
in  classes  of  two,  each  class  covering  a  forty-five  minute 
period,  and  the  time  being  divided  equally  between  the 
two  students.  This  affords  the  student  not  only  ample 
individual  instruction  but  an  opportunity  to  observe  the 
work  of  another  student.  This  is  a  source  of  inspiration 
till'  value  of  which  it  is  impossible  to  overestimate. 

Courses  of  Study 

Regular  Course  —  This  is  a  four-year  course  leading 
to  graduation  and  a  diploma.  The  student  may  choose 
as  a  major  subject.  Piano,  Organ,  Voice.  Violin,  or  an 
orchestral  instrument,  receiving  in  this  subject  two  lessons 
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per  week.  The  other  work  of  the  course  consists  of  theo- 
retical musical  subjects,  langauges,  history  and  teacliing 
methods,  designed  to  fit  the  student  for  a  successful  life 
work  as  a  professional   musician. 


Public  School  Music  Course  —  This  course  trains 
the  student  to  fill  a  position  as  Supervisor  of  Music  in  the 
Public  Schools.  It  extends  over  a  period  of  two  years, 
covering  Voice,  Piano,  Theoretical  Subjects,  and  especially 
the  Pedagogy  of  School  Music.  The  Normal  Conservatory 
has  an  exceptional  advantage  to  offer  in  this  course  because 
of  the  large  Model  School  which  is  a  department  of  the 
Indiana  Normal  School.  There  are  nearly  three  hundred 
children  in  attendance  at  this  school,  divided  among  nine 
grade-.

teach  music  in  these  grades  under  the  direction  of  the 
head  of  the  Department.  At  least  one  period  per  week 
is  devoted  to  criticism  and  suggestions  for  improvement. 
The  student  is  thus  given  practical  experience  in  the  pro- 
fession which  he  has  adopted. 

The  course  in  Public  School  Music  is  difficult  and  only 
graduates  of  four-year  high  schools  are  admitted.  The 
most  desirable  students  are  those  who  have  had  some 
experience  as  teachers  in  the  Public  Schools. 

Special  Students  —  Students  desiring  to  take  lessons 
in  any  musical  subject  may  enter  the  Conservatory  at 
any  time,  paying  the  rates  stated  in  the  catalogue  for  such 
work  as  they  wish  to  pursue.

them  for  successful  business  careers.  The  teachers  are  of 
the  regular  school  faculty  and  are  specialists  in  their 
several  lines. 

"Bookkeeping  and  Accountancy"  and  the  accompany- 
ing budget  systems,  by  H.  M.  Rowe,  Ph.  D.,  are  taught. 
This    system    is    a    radical    departure    from    the    ordinary 


methods  of  teaching  Bookkeeping.  The  student  learns 
nothing  which  he  will  be  asked  to  forget  when  he  .'ecures 
a  position.  He  takes  up  the  work  of  a  bookkeeper  at  the 
first,  keeps  the  most  practical  books  of  original  entry, 
is  advanced  step  by  step  until  he  has  acquired  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  duties  of  a  bookkeeper,  thoroughly  under- 
stands the  principal  accounts  in  all  their  applications,  is 
proficient  in  all  the  calculations  pertaining  to  his  position, 
and  has  secured  what  may  be  termed  a  thorough  knowledge 
of  Bookkeeping. 

After  mastering  the  elementary  budgets,  a  student 
who  wishes  to  specialize  in  such  work  as  Farm  Accounting, 
Lumber  Accounting,  Cost  Accounting,  and  so  forth,  may 
do  so. 

After  completing  the  work  in  Bookkeeping,  the  stu- 
dent is  given  a  course  in  American  National  Banking, 
budget  C  of  the  H.  M.  Rowe  series.  A  complete  expo- 
sition of  American  National  Banking  as  it  is  practiced 
is  offered  and  the  student  performs  all  the  duties  of  the 
various  officers  of  the  bank,  the  Cashier,  the  Assistant 
Cashier,  the  Teller,  the  Discount  Clerk,  the  General  Book- 
keeper, the  Individual  Bookkeeper  and  others. 

After  the  student  reaches  advanced  Bookkeeping,  he 
is  permitted  to  use  the  Burroughs  .\dding  Machine  in 
certain  operations  and  is  taught  the  various  uses  of  this 
most  necessary  of  modern  office  appliances. 

In  the  Shorthand  and  Typewriting  Department  it 
is  our  aim  to  prepare  students  for  such  duties  as  every 
stenographer  must  perform,  whether  employed  as  an 
amanuensis,  private  secretary  or  reporter.  In  every  line 
of  employment  —  commercial  or  professional  —  there  is  an 
active  demand  at  all  times  for  good  stenographers.  No 
other  profession  offers  so  many  opportunities  for  the 
ambitious  young  man  or  young  woman  to  advance  to  po- 
sitions of  influence.     All  that  is  necessary  to  enter  upon 
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this  line  of  work  is  the  requisite  preparatory  training  which 
we  aim  to  provide  here. 

We  teach  Graham  Standard  Piionography.  Nearly 
half  the  professional  shorthand  writers  in  the  United 
States  write  this  system.  Its  superiority  over  all  the 
"easy  to  learn"  systems  lies  in  the  fact  that  the  student 
may  push  to  any  desired  rate  of  speed.  Many  inferior 
systems,  so  widely  advertised  today,  are  adequate  only 
for  certain  limited  requirements  of  amanuensis  work, 
where  speed  is  not  essential.  After  mastering  thoroughly 
the  scientific  principles  on  which  Standard  Phonography 
is  built,  even  indifferent  penmen  are  able  to  follow  the 
utterances  of  the   most  rapid  speakers. 

Up-to-date  filing  systems  are  taught  in  this  depart-

Time  Required 

Our  commercial  Courses  are  longer  than  those  of  many 
business  schools  but  we  believe  that  fundamental  to  a  suc- 
cessful business  training,  is  a  thorough  common  school 
education.

At  the  present  time  there  is  a  great  demand  for  trained 
teachers  of  Bookkeei)ing,  Commercial  Law,  Shorthand, 
Typewriting  and  other  commercial  sul>jects.  This  de- 
mand is  constantly  growing  and  we  wish  to  place  special 
emphasis  upon  the  opportunity  offered  in  this  field  to  young 
people  with  the  requisite  elementary  training.

Tuition  —  The  tuition  for  cither  one  of  the  Com- 
mercial Courses  is  the  same  as  for  the  regular  Normal 
Course  and  may  be  found  under  the  heading  "Statement 
of  Expenses,"  elsewhere  in  this  catalogue. 

Free  Tuition  —  Is  granted  to  all  students  oyer  seven- 
teen years  of  age  who  promise  to  teach  for  two  years,  either 
commercial  or  other  subjects,  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  law.  Commercial  students  who  avail  them- 
selves of  this  opportunity  are  charged  fifty  cents  a  week 
for  the  "State  subject"  which  the  law  requires  them  to 
take,  inasmuch  as  this  "State  subject"  is  not  included 
in  the  Commercial  Courses. 

The  extra  charges  for  shorthand  and  typewriting,  as

Methods  and  Psychology 

Scope  and  Function  of  the  Training  School 

The  training  department  consists  of  a  school  of  about 
two  hundred  and  fifty  students.  These  are  carefully 
divided  into  eight  grades  corresponding  to  the  grades  of 
the  most  approved  elementary  schools  of  the  countrj', 
and  an  advanced  class  composed  of  those  who  have  com- 
pleted the  regular  Model  School  Course  and  are  prepared 
to  take  up  the  work  of  the  Preparatory  Year. 

The  regular  work  of  the  school  is  systematically  super- 
vised by  trained  and  experienced  critic-teachers.  They 
are  responsible  for  the  progress  of  the  children  and  the 
training  of  the  pupil-teachers.  The  special  work  in  music, 
drawing  and  manual  training  is  under  the  direction  and 
control  of  specialists  in  these  branches. 

Wilson  Hall,  a  modern  building  and  one  of  the  most 
attractive  on  the  campus,  is  given  over  entirely  to  the 
use  of  this  department. 


All  the  work  of  the  pedagogical  department  centers  in 
the  training  school.  Its  purpose  is  to  afford  the  members 
of  the  Senior  Class  an  opportunity  to  put  into  practice 
the  principles  of  education  which  have  been  emphasized 
throughout  the  entire  course,  to  send  them  out  witli  a 
very  practical  knowledge  of  the  theory  and  art  of  teaching, 
and  with  the  confidence  and  judgment  which  arise  from 
actual  experience  in  the  school-room. 

To  this  end  each  candidate  for  graduation  is  required 
to  teach  at  least  two  terms  satisfactorily  in  the  Model 
School.  The  work  is  so  arranged  that  experience  is  gained 
in  both  the  primary  and  grammar  departments. 

Students  begin  their  observation  and  practice  work 
in  the  Senior  Year.  A  class  numbering  from  fifteen  to 
twenty  children  is  assigned  to  each  for  a  period  of  twelve 
or  fifteen  weeks.  The  Seniors  then  report  to  the  critic- 
teacher  to  whose  department  their  work  belongs.  Instruc- 
tions are  given  with  regard  to  the  general  management  of 
the  class,  the  work  to  be  covered,  use  and  care  of  ma- 
terials, methods  to  be  employed,  hours  for  criticism,  and 
the  various  duties  incidental  to  the  actual  teaching. 

The  pupil-teachers  are  required  to  write  out  plans  for 
the  daily  lesson.  These  plans  are  submitted  to  the  critic- 
teachers  and  are  carefully  examined  and  corrected  the  day 
before  the  lesson  is  presented.  They  are  written  in  accord- 
ance with  the  following  outline: 

*I.    Aims.  II.  Illustrative  Material. 

a  General.  III.   Basis. 

6  Special.  IV.  Subject  Matter  —  Method. 

The  plans  should  show  most  clearly  that  the  teacher 
understands  the  child,  his  interests, capacity  and  limitations. 
They  should  show  that  she  understands  the  subject  to  be 
taught  and  the  end  and  aim  in  presenting  it.    They  should

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indicate  that  she  is  acquainted  willi  the  chihl's  i)a,st  experi- 
ence and  properly  appreciates  his  fund  of  ideas.  Fertility 
in  illustration  and  device,  skill  in  ([uestioning  and  thorough- 
ness in  drill  should   nuirk  both   plan  and   presentation. 

Seniors  who  are  teaching  are  required  to  meet  their 
critic-teacher  for  general  <Titicisin  one  period  a  week.  In 
this  criticism  class,  general  topics  relative  to  the  work  are 
discus.sed,  general  mistakes  are  noted,  reading  along  pro- 
fessional lines  is  assigned,  and  tlie  various  problems  of 
the  school-room   are   talked   over. 

In  addition  to  the  criticism  da.ss,  appointnients  are 
made  for  individual  criticism,  the  critic-teachers  reserving 
Saturday  afternoons  and  the  hours  between  3:30  and  4:30 
each  day  for  this  purpo.se.  At  these  times,  criticism  may 
be  more  pointed  and  personal.  The  endeavor  will  be  to 
establish  such  a  relation  between  the  pupil-teacher  and 
the  critic  that  errors  and  faults  may  be  discus.sed  most 
freely  and  without  any  misunderstanding  as  to  motive. 
It  is,  however,  as  much  the  duty  and  desire  of  the  critic- 
teacher  to  discover  and  develop  latent  power  and  ability 
as  to  note  and  correct  faults  in  personality  and  pedagogy. 

Reading  and  Literature 

The  general  aim  in  the  subject  is  to  give  the  child 
the  power  to  interpret  the  written  or  printed  symbols 
by  which  thought  is  conveyed,  to  .arouse  an  appreciation 
of  what  is  best  in  literature,  to  awaken  the  desire  to  read, 
and  to  train  him  to  give  out  the  ideas  thus  obtained  with 
correctness,  clearness,  and  the  right  kind  and  degree  of 
feeling.      A   proper  conception   of   the   aim   of   instruction 


in  this  branch  determines  the  method  to  be  employed  and 
the  material  to  be  u.sed. 

In  the  lower  grades  the  teacher  must  of  necessity  con- 
cern herself  to  a  very  great  extent  with  the  mechanics  of 
reading,  the  problem  of  teaching  the  children  to  recognize 
words  in  groups.  To  this  end  a  combination  of  the  word, 
sentence  and  phonic  method  is  used,  the  sentence  being 
regarded  as  the  unit  of  thought.  Phonics  are  introduced 
gradually,  chiefly  as  a  means  of  making  the  child  inde- 
pendent in  mastering  new  words,  and  in  affording  exer- 
cises in  correct  enunciation. 

The  first  reading  les.sons  are  based  largely  upon  Na- 
ture Study  and  upon  the  poems  and  stories  used  in  the 
language  lessons.  They  are  chiefly  the  expression  of  the 
child's  thought  along  the.se  lines. 

Nursery  rhymes,  fairy  tales,  stories  of  adventure, 
Greek,  Roman  and  Norse  myths,  English  and  American 
History  stories,  and  the  best  poetry  that  the  field  of 
literature  affords,  are  the  sources  from  which  materials 
are  drawn  throughout  the  course. 

It  is  not  enough  that  the  children  jjronounce  the  words 
correctly  and  with  ea.se;  they  must  comprehend  the 
thought,  they  must  feel  its  force  and  significance,  they 
must  enter  into  the  life  and  ideals  of  the  great  minds  of 
the  world.  With  them  they  must  dream  —  with  them 
they  must  create. 

The  selection  of  material  to  be  used  in  the  various 
grades  is  made  with  care,  in  order  that  it  may  be  suited 
to  the  interests  and  capacity  of  the  children,  and  to  the 
other  studies  which  they  pursue.     No  attempt  is  made  to 
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force  upon  them  literature  which  is  entirely  beyond  their 
ability  to  understand  and  enjoy.  Their  development  in 
taste  and  power  to  interpret  is  natural  in  all  senses  of  the 
word.  Every  selection  used  is  elevating  in  its  influence 
and  has  in  it  something  which  appeals  especially  to  the 
nature  of  the  particular  children  to  whom  it  is  presented. 

The  children  are  encouraged  to  read  outside  of  school. 
Books,  papers  and  magazines  are  provided  for  their  use. 
Quite  a  broad  course  of  supplementary  reading  is  planned 
for  each  grade,  and  special  periods  are  set  aside  in  which 
the  teachers  read  to  the  children,  stories  and  poems  which 
are  profitable  and  interesting. 

In  oral  reading  care  is  taken  to  see  that  the  children 
speak  clearly,  in  a  pure  tone  and  pleasing  manner. 

Language 

Only  through  an  exercise  of  the  power  of  expression 
which  the  child  already  possesses  will  he  gain  additional 
power  in  the  correct  and  pleasing  use  of  his  mother  tongue 
and  in  the  world,  social  and  commercial,  perhaps  no  faculty 
contributes  more  than  this  to  success. 

Illustrative  lessons  are  given  frequently  by  the  critic- 
teachers.  These  are  observed  closely  by  the  Seniors,  who 
sliould  be  prepared  to  take  part  in  a  discussion  concern- 
ing them  in  the  criticism  period. 

In  directing  the  special  work  of  the  school,  such  as 
the  observance  of  Thanksgiving,  Christmas,  Washing- 
ton's Birthday  and  Arbor  Day,  the  Seniors  are  expected 
to  take  active  part  when  called  upon.  Training  along 
this  line  is  invaluable.

The  first  step  in  developing  expression  is  to  arouse 
thought  and  awaken  ideas.  To  this  end  all  the  subjects 
of  the  school  curriculum  may  be  employed  and  all  of  the 
occupations  and  activities  of  the  school-room  and  play- 
ground should  be  made  to  contribute.  The  entire  world  of 
childish  experience  and  knowledge  may  be  drawn  upon  for 
the  materials  for  language  training. 

It  is,  however,  through  long  sustained  effort  and  prac- 
tice under  "never  ceasing  watch  and  correction"  that  the 
art  of  correct  speaking  and  writing  is  obtained.  It  is  the 
duty  of  the  school  to  afford  this  practice  and  to  exercise 
this  surveillance  in  order  that  there  may  be  a  development 
of  the  power  to  speak  without  effort  and  with  freedom  from 
grammatical  errors,  popular  slang,  and  the  crude  provin- 
cialisms to  which  the  average  American  is  prone. 

For  the  reason  that  oral  speech  is  used  to  the  greatest 
extent,  oral  language  training  should  predominate.  Each 
teacher  in  every  recitation  will  prove  herself  an  efficient 
ally  of  the  language  teacher  if  she  will  insist  upon  good 
English  in  response  to  every  question  asked.  The  result 
will  be  manifest  in  the  formation  of  right  habits  of  speech. 
In  fact,  this  is  an  imperative  condition  to  the  accomplish- 
ment of  the  aim  of  the  school  in  this  direction. 

The  course  of  study  indicates  the  general  character  of 
the  work.  The  lessons  may  be  divided  into  three  classes 
—  conversational,  formal  and  written.  In  the  Se%-enth 
Year  the  study  of  English  Grammar  is  begun. 

In  the  conversation  lessons  the  pupils  are  required 
to  reproduce  stories  which  they  ha%-e  heard  or  read,  to 
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describe  places  which  they  have  visited,  to  narrate  ad- 
ventures in  wliich  they  have  taken  part,  or  to  enter  into 
discussion  or  debate  on  some  question  of  interest  to  them 
as  individuals  or  as  a  school.  The  impromptu  dramatiza- 
tion of  stories  leads  to  a  vigorous  style  and  is  a  splenditl 
means  of  arousing  the  imagination  and  increasing  the 
child's  vocabulary. 

The  written  exerci.ses  are  frequent  but  short.  A  child 
loses  interest  and  zest  if  he  is  required  to  write  too  much. 
He  becomes  fatigued  and  as  a  result  does  careless  work, 
thus  defeating  the  purpose  of  the  lesson.  Nearly  all  written 
exercises  are  done  in  school  under  the  watchful  eye  of  the 
teacher.  In  the  lower  grades  sentence  work  only  is  re- 
quired; gradually  the  pupils  gain  the  power  to  reproduce 
the  stories  of  the  reading  and  literature  lessons,  and  to 
write  up  the  accounts  of  the  imaginary  journeys  in  Ge- 
ography. They  keep  a  journal,  a  weather  record,  a  note- 
book for  their  ob.servations  in  Nature  Study  and  their 
themes  in  History.  Finally  they  arrive  at  the  stage  of 
original  composition.  No  slovenly'  work  is  accepted. 
Little  re-writing  is  permitted.  The  first  draft  must  rep- 
resent the  best  effort  of  which  the  pupil  is  capable. 

Formal  Language  lessons  are  few  in  number.  Under 
this  head  the  dictates  of  custom  in  punctuation,  capitali- 
zation and  sentence  structure  may  be  considered. 

Although  the  study  of  grammar  is  deferred  until  the 
Seventh  Year,  the  more  common  Grammatical  terms  may 
be  used  freely  as  occasion  requires  much  earlier  in  the 
course. 

Nature  Study 

The  work  in  Nature  Study  is  based  on  the  child's 
observation  and  experience.  All  reading  that  is  done  in 
connection  with  this  subject  follows,  not  precedes,  original 
investigation. 

The  materials  are  the  every  day  natural  surroundings 
of  the  child,  seen  so  far  as  possible  in  their  natural  en- 
vironment. In  determining  the  order  of  subjects  and  the 
methods    followed,    the    teacher    should    be    guided    very 


largely  by  the  season  of  the  year  and  the  stage  of  the 
development  of  the  pupil. 

The  purpose  of  Nature  Study  may  be  stated  briefly 
as  follows: 

It  develops  the  perceptive  faculties,  strengthens  the 
imagination  and  develops  the  reflective  powers. 

It  aims  to  cultivate  the  esthetic  sense. 

It  gives  "an  insight  into  the  laws  of  Nature  and 
teaches  the  child  to  make  use  of  these  laws  in  answering 
his  rea.sonable  needs." 

It  inculcates  moral  and  sj)iritual  lessons,  leading  to 
greater  sympathy,  kindliness  and  consideration  for  others. 

Geography 

"Geography  is  the  study  of  the  earth  as  the  home  of 
man."  In  presenting  the  subject  the  teacher  should 
choose  topics  which  will  lead  the  pupil  to  see  how  races 
and  people  have  been  affected  by  natural  environment, 
and  how  natural  conditions  have  been  and  may  be  changed 
and  modified  to  best  serve  the  interests  of  mankind. 

The  method  chosen  should  be  one  calculated  to  develop 
the  power  of  reasoning  from  cause  to  effect,  the  ability  to 
sec  relations,  and  the  faculty  of  correct  judgment.  In 
this  subject,  as  perhaps  in  no  other,  is  there  an  opportunity 
to  add  to  knowledge,  to  give  breadth  of  thought,  a  wider 
experience,  greater  tolerance  and  liberality,  and  therefore 
a  more  profound  culture. 

History 

The  outline  which  follows  later  indicates  the  scope 
of  the  work  on  this  subject.  The  presentation  should  be 
original,  broad  and  vigorous.  The  great  lessons  drawn 
from  a  consideration  of  the  records  of  past  events  should 
find  expression  in  the  life  and  conduct  of  the  citizens  of 
the  future.  "It  is  the  aim  of  History  instruction  to  social- 
ize a  child;  that  is,  to  make  him  more  regardful  of  the 
interests  of  others,  less  stubborn  and  isolated  in  his  in- 
dividualitv;    that  is,  less  selfish." 
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In  the  lower  grades  the  lessons  in  History  are  presented 
in  story  form.  The  children  are  required  to  reproduce 
what  has  been  told  and  to  exercise  their  thought  power 
at  every  possible  opportunity.  In  the  Seventh  Grade  the 
more  formal  study  of  History  is  begun. 

In  all  grades  the  children  are  required  to  study  maps 
in  connection  with  this  subject.  They  are  required  to 
sketch  freely,  to  indicate  movements  of  armies,  and  to 
locate  places  of  historical  interest. 

Supplementary  reading  is  provided,  the  teacher  draw- 
ing upon  the  best  literature  for  incidents  and  descriptions 
which  will  make  the  lessons  vivid  and  impressive.  Pictures 
are  used  to  show  the  mode  of  dress  and  the  manners  and 
customs  of  the  people  of  different  periods. 

Much  attention  is  given  to  the  details  of  the  develop- 
ment of  civilization,  and  strong  emphasis  is  placed  upon 
the  industrial,  social  and  moral  relations  of  mankind. 
Arithmetic 

"Unless  there  is  to  be  arrested  development,  when  the 
child  enters  school,  some  function  must  be  found  with 
reference  to  which  he  may  utilize  his  abihty  to  count  — 
the  number  sense  becomes  vitalized  and  truly  educative, 
at  this  point  by  being  largely  directed  towards  the  defi- 
nition of  values  in  the  form  of  measurements." 

The  work  in  the  lower  classes  is  very  largely  objective 
and  many  illustrative  devices  are  used.  Stress  is  placed 
upon    fundamental    combinations    and    processes.      These

must  be  thoroughly  mastered,  as  they  constitute  the  foun- 
dation upon  which  the  entire  superstructure  of  mathe- 
matics rests. 

Oral  work  is  prominent  in  all  grades.  It  includes  the 
development  of  definitions,  processes,  and  forms  and  exer- 
cises in  reasoning  and  determining  results  with  accuracy 
and  rapidity.  All  work  of  this  kind  is  reasonably  simple 
and  of  such  nature  as  will  be  suggested  by  the  interests 
and  demands  of  daily  life.  The  teacher  must  see  that  all 
statements  made  by  the  children  are  in  clear,  smooth  and 
correct  English. 

In  all  the  written  work  sufficient  attention  must  be 
given  to  forms  of  expression  to  insure  accuracy  in  thought, 
and  to  teach  the  importance  of  system  and  neatness. 
There  must  be  a  constant  stimulus  to  accurate,  rapid  and 
independent  work. 

It  is  not  deemed  necessary  to  spend  any  great  amount 
of  time  upon  "over-difficult  and  complicated  problems  and 
obsolete  topics  not  needed  in  modern  life,"  but  every  pos- 
sible application  should  be  made  to  existing  conditions  — 
industrial,  governmental,  commercial  and  social. 
Spelling 

Every  class  is  a  Spelling  class  in  the  sense  that  the 
teacher  of  each  subject  should  see  to  it  that  the  pupils 
spell  correctly  the  important  words  used  in  each  lesson. 
Oral  Spelling  should  precede  written  exercises  of  any 
nature  in  order  that  the  children  may  be  prevented  from 
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writiiif,'   words   incorrectly    and   tlius   becoming   impressed 
with    wrong  forms. 

"Every  effort  is  made  to  safeguard  the  child  against  a 
wrong  first  impression  and  incorrect  learning  of  the  word. 
If  a  home  lesson  is  assigned  it  is  not  a  mere  mapping  out 
of  the  number  of  words  to  be  learned;  the  assignment 
is  an  exercise  in  which  the  teacher  uses  all  his  foresight 
in  anticipating  the  various  kinds  of  troubles  the  child 
will  meet,  focusing  the  attention  on  special  difficulties 
and  suggesting  modes  of  .self-instruction.  The  modern 
spelling  exercise  may  test  the  child's  knowledge,  but  its 
primary  function  is  to  instruct  ratlier  than  to  examine."
